The con- 
gratulaions of the community, without distincion of party 
proclhiyiues, will be accorded to Mr. LIONEL De ROTHSCHILD, 
who retains, albeit by a much reduced majority, the seat 
for the Aylesbury Division which has been associated for so many 
years with his family. The most prominent defeat among Jewish 
candidates is that of Mr. E. S. Monraau, the late Secretary of State 
for India, who was placed bottom of the poll for the constituency 
be has represented since 1906.

—or was he not dismissed?—we made no pretension of any regret ; 
and we now think it a good thing that, however temporarily, he is 
removed from the sphere of public life.

‘Jewish note, He is a manofmuch ability and doubtless will find another 
pportunity for entering Parliament. Among the Jews elected is Mr, 
.UEL SAMUEL who was subjected to as disgraceful an anti-Semitic 
opaign as any that we can recollect to have smirched any 
vliamentary Election, even on the Continent. The incident is 
ppily as rare as it is foreign to English politics, though in many 
_Lber instances anti-Jewish sentiment was plainly visible. In the 
case to which we refer, it was, however, blatant. We have no 


‘ympathy with Mr, SAMUEL SAMUBL’s views on Jewish matters, as he. 


expressed them during the Election. But every citizen who becomes 
2 candidate for Parliament is entitled to fairplay; and it becomes a 
\uestion’ whether steps should not be taken to prohibit the 
Jissemination of such disgustingly scurrilous literature attacking 
a candidate’s race and religion, such as was employed by one of 


Mr. SAMUEL’s opponents in the election in which he has just been 


returned, For one defeat we are particularly sorry; it is of a 
Candidate whois not a Jew. We refer to Mr. Kruny, who represented 


Whitechapel in the last Parliament. He has been a consistent 
friend of our people and was beloved by all our coreligionists in bis 
constituency. We can only hope that he may again seek 
parliamentary houours and once again represent a population in 
which a large number of our people are to be found. 


Sir Herbert and Lady: Samuel. 


THE congratulations of the whole community will go to Sir 
Herpert and Lady Sauvern on the occasion (to-morrow) of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of their wedding day. In undertaking 
the extremely responsible position they occupy in Palestine, 
they were influenced by their desire both loyally to serve 
the country and to further the well-being of their people. 
Whether in circumstances that have prevailed, they have 
fulfilled, as completely as most of us hoped they wonld, 
the mission on which they set out, is a matter of opinion in 
estimating which some regard at least must be paid to the evident 
misunderstanding under which Sir HERBERT accepted his high 
office. But both Sir Herserr and Lady Samvuert have personally 
endeared themselves to all with whom they have come into contact 
in Palestine, and this appreciation has reflected the feeling in regard 
to them universally held by their acquaintances at home. We hope 
that they may be spared for many years in health and in strength to 
celebrate ;et many more happy returns of the day on which they 
were united in life. 


Great Britain and the Mandate. 


TuHeE furious agitation against the retention by Eugland of the 
Mandate for Palestine and in favour of the “ scuttle” policy will, 
we aresure, have no permanent consequence. For one reason, because 
the demand made by those who favour the” scuttle’ policy is so 
entirely inimical to the true traditions of Englishmen and of 
English politics. As Mr. JosernH CoweEN rightly said in the course 
of the excellent speech he delivsred in Leeds the other day, 
the “scurrilous newspapers’ responsible for this particularly 
mean agitation, and which played up to anti-Semitic feeling 
that unhappily characterises certain sections of the English 
public in pursuit of their campaign, “ were not England; they never 
would be English.’ From some of the opinions which we record 
elsewhere, it will be seen that the sense of honour in leading English- 
men or. in such an Empire Statesman as GENERAL SMUTS, 
is not dead. As we have so often pointed out, the holding 
of the Mandate by Great Britain is by no means vital 
to the Jewish National Movement, although if the Jewish 
Nationalists the world over were polled, even with the 
experience of England's administration of Palestine up till 
now, there would, we bave no doubt, be a well-nigh unanimous 
vote in favour of Great Britain as Mandatory. That is 
because Jews recognise the value of British rule, and under- 
stand the sympathy the true Englishman shows when he comes 
to govern alien races. Mur insistence upon the retention by Great 
Britain of the Palestine Mandate is instructed, however, far more by 
our Brilish than our Jewish sentiment. Leaving aside the pledge 
which this country made to the Jewish people, and which it 
would be shameful to dishonour, we base ourselves, from 
this point of view, entirely upon what we conceive to be Creag 
Britain's interests. These we hold are bound up with her retention, 
at least as Mandatory Power, of Palestine, which one of the foremost 
of British statesmen once declared to be the bridgehead of thig 
country’s Eastern Possessions. Our view of the Balfour 
Declaration has always been that it was at least as valuable to Great 
Britain as it was to the Jewish people; and we do not refer 
only to the immense service it proved to be to this country 
at the most critical juncture of the war. Wedonot thus believe that 
the good sense of Great Britain is going to desert her tothe extent of 
her revoking the Mandate, at the instigation of a hysterica! news- 
paper agitation characterised as we have described it. On the 
contrary, it seems to us that the least thought upon the subject 
will convince those responsible for the Government of this country 
that England's withdrawal from Palestine would inevitably resulf 
in the Turk, in one form or another, taking possession, or in 
another Power becoming either actually or virtuaily the ruling 
influence in that vital corner of the world. 


THE very important communication from our Sofia corre. 
spondent, which we print in this issue, shows that the Turkish 
Nationalists are taking to heart the lesson that has been so loudly 
read to them by the Daily Hapress, the Daily Mail and other 
syndicated papers owned by Lord Bravrernroox and Lord Roriuer- 
MERE: and are assuming that England does not want the Mandate. 
They are, consequently, promptly putting in a claim for it, 
It would be remarkable if, after all that has happened, Pales- 
tine fell back into the hands of the Turk. And we shall be 
surprised if any considerable body of opinion in this country will 
view that possibility with anything like satisfaction or equanimity. 
Mr. CowEN said that if England revoked the Mandate she would 
appear false before the world. He is quite right; but without 
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recourse to altiteration and invoking only solid truth he might have 
said that besides being false she would also he foolish. {udeed, as we 


haveall along contended, the wisest policy in Palestine for Snugland, _ 
‘ viewing the matter from the angle of her own interest, would be 


precisely that of the Balfour Declaration with its maximum 
implications. Nothing could be better for Magland than a strong 
and prosperous Jewish Commonwealth there. For, that reason we 
have felt no hesitation in deploring the weakening of British 
Zionist: policy exemplified by the Ch rchill Statement, or in 


deploring still more the action of the Zionist Executive in . 


accepting Mr. Cavecnit.’s interpretation of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and his understanding of what Zionist work in Palestine 
should contemplate. Me Cowrn objects to oue having 
ventured to criticise what the Executive Couimittee, of which 
lie was until a few days ago a member, had done in this matter. He 
seems, however, to have laid down a very strange theory of public 
criticism. He denies us the right to object to anything the 


Executive Committee did. because we ourselves wore not doing the 


work which the Committee was attempting lie must see that if those 
who are not thus engaged are for that rea son to have their 
mouths closed, all criticism must be at an end. . We cannot expect 
that those doiag public work wil! criticise their own labours 

Mr Cowen will see what an untenable position he takes up, if woask 
him to imagine what his feelings would be supposing his tailoraeat bin 
an ill-fitting coat, and, if upou bis protestiug. tle tailor pleaded that Mr 

Cow en had no right to criticise the garmont, ecause he himeelfdid not 
make it. Asa matter of fact, however, Mr Cowrn Las entirely misread 
the point of our criticism. Weblave never complained, because the 
Government policvin Palestine did not give usas muchas we wanted, to 
employ Mr. Cew EN'S phrase. What we bave complained about is that 
the Government promised one thing and when it came to performance 
watered down that promise and altered it, as we Lave often said, both 
qualitatively as.well as quantitatively. Aud we Lave complained, too 
not because the Executive Committee of the “tonist Organisation 
did not obtain as much as we wanted. /ut because it concurred in 
a statement of the objects and purposes of “Jionism utterly

Now, Mr. Lavire Maoncs gave notice of, but 
did not move, at the last meeting of the Deputies, a resolution which 
would have had the exact effect of binding those who agreed to it 
to concurrence with the Churchill Statement: and the Morning 
Pos, only a few days ago, was as insistent ahout getting Zionist effort 
and the purpose of the Government limited to the ideas Mr. 
CHURCHILL set out in his Statement as Mr. MAGNUS appears 
to have been when he formulated the terms of his resolution. 
Those ideas, howeyer, are diametrically opposed to the 
principles of the Zionist Movement. and everyone knows that it 
was only by the pressure of force majeure that Dr, WEIZMANN, on 
behalf of the Zionist World Organisation, accepted Mr. CHURCHILL'S 
Statement. De, Waizmayn indeed proceeded at once to explain that 


not only did he feel compelled, by reason of the attitude adopted 
by Mr. CHURCHILL, to take the course he did, but that he looked upon 
it as a merely temporary expedient which would be changed wheu 
the conditions that had impelled Mr Cavecnine to make the 
Statement change. 


We have explained very fully and at considerable aggregate length 
how the Churchil! Statement was a misstatement of Zionism, and that 
the policy of His Majesty's Gorernment therein adumbrated was iu 
only the most sinister sense an “execution” (to employ the word 
used by Mr. GoLtosmip) of the Mandate. The whole conception o' 
the policy of His Majesiys Government, which is the Churchil! 
Statement in the White Book, is altogether alien to the objects of 
true Zionism.

Hands off the Rabbinate!

I: the question or yuestions that‘ have arisen in connection 


with what has come to be known as the “New Departure.’ 1 

do not intend at this moment to enter. Themovement. which has 

gained for itself that denomimation is one for which Mr. Basil 
Henri jues is largely responsible: He allegee that the Fast End of 
London is spiritwally unoared for, that-there are vast numbers of 
Jews. and Jewesses who do not: atten: any of the “ynagogues of 
various presentations of Judaism, that abound in that: quarter of the 
town, and that he has been able to bring to a few of them precisely 
the pabulum which alone they would accept and for which 
they were craving. He has formed a new ritual and has 
managed to obtain vast congregations, who otherwise never attend 
service, to worship in accordance with it. [nthe succese which has 
orowned his efforts, Mr. Henriques takes a wider view than regard for 
hisown achievements. He argues that if he can do what he has done 
then there must still be an enormous territory spiritually untended, 
and he calls the United Synagogue to witness how ip bie triumph 
is its shame. ‘You ought to have done what I have done’: he 
exclaims, ‘and you could have done as you still can do, much more 
than ! can possibly accomplish, Why are yon indolent and 
neglectful? Why are you clogged and harassed anid restrained in 
your efforts, when there is so much that needs so urgently doing?” 
Thus Mr. Henriques reproaches the '/nited Synagogue: and Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen, a Vice-President of that institution, repels the 
accusations made against it in Janguage that hetokens, if net anger, 
at least indignation which we can hut hope is righteous. 


Some Ominous Words. 


Whether Mr. Henriques ie right in bis charge, cr sir Roberg 
Waley Cohen bas made aclear defence, } am not here concerned 
to sey. i refer to the matter for altogether another reason. |! refer 
to it, because at the end of Sir Robert Cohen s letter there appear 
some sentences which, if they are to be taken as the utterances of 
# highly responsible leading man in this community, holding 
one of the foremost of our communal offices, and if we are to 
suppose that they were written with the due thought and considera- 
tion which such a map, dealing with communal matters, 
should bring to bear upon everything be makes himself responsible 
for--and I have no reason for supposing that Sir Rohert Cohen doea 
not bing to bear all those qualities upon everytaing te which he 
puts his pen—then the conclusion is inevitable that the words are 
ominous.

The Polish Elections. 

HE large namber of Jews returned to the Sejm ae a result of 
the elections in Poland is gratifying from a point of view far more 
important than the personal satisfaction of those who are now 
members, at the honour done them. The result is eurely an indica- 
tion ofa great change in the attitude of the Polish people towards 
their fellow citizens whe are Jews—a great change for the better, 
It ie not so long ago that Sir STUART SAMUED, sent ae Commissionex . 
by the British Government to Poland to examine the Jewish position 
there, described it as one in which a permanent pogrom prevailed, 
That can hardly be the case to-day, when as many as thirty-eighd 
Jews are returned as members of Parliament, where, according to 
our Warsaw Correspondent, they will occupy a decisive position. 
The change to which we draw attention is accentuated by the 
election of a Jew—a Jewish nationalist in fact—to the Senate. Tha’ 
exhibition of anti-Jewish sentiment that occurred on the polling 
day shows that the feeling noted by Sruart is not 
yet exorcised. . But the remarkable sutctesses of Jews at the polly 
are undoubted evidence that its force is largely spent.

Whether in consequence or not, the fact remaina 
that ‘Ecclesiastical AutHorities was promptly translated by ‘Sir 
Robert into Chief Rathi and to the Chief Rabbi and 
not the FEcclesiastical) Authorities was the «question referred, 
it tarmed out, the Chief Rabbi's opinion also was 
opposed to that of Sir Rebert and his associates. And 
so after communicating the Chief Rabbis view tc the 
Council. Sir Rebert at once administered a deadly snub to 
that functionary by expressing his own dissent from Dr. Hert. s 
Opinion; and he made his temerity in doing so appear the more 
temerariouds by prefacing it with a somewhat oleaginous reproof to 
any who did not show proper respect to the Chiet Rabbi, or flouted 
his decisions, cx hampered him by even unfriendly criticism in 
any difficult controversy. 

Now it does not reyuire any great power of ratiocination 
or any inordinate capacity for putting two and two together to 
see what it ie only too probable ~ir Robert means when Be speaks 
of “consultation with the Ecclesiastical Authorities.’ In view 
especially of this incident, it is not easy to see that his words can © 
méan avything else than what involves a vast and unwarranted 
inroad inte the hitherto recognised functions of the Chief 
Rabbinate, and that by a body whose objects are utterly and 
entirely alien tc any such purpose. It may be, of course, that Six 
Robert Cohen did not mean bis words as I have interpreted them. But 
taking them at their face value no other translation could } submit be 
properly applied tc them. I do not know whet the present occupant 
of the Chief Rabbi office wil! think of this threat to divest it of what 
hitherto bas for very many reasons formed its most vital nexug 
with the congregations of the British Empire under its spiritual 
control, It may be that Dr. Hertz simply does not care; and it may 
be properly that be is destined to go down to history as fulfilling one 
oft he most sinister prognostications on his assumption of the office 
When he was elected. a prominent member of the community said 
that be thought the motto for the meeting, which was te appoint 
him, ougbt to have been: Ve come to bury the Rabbinate, not to 
raise it! I do not know whad Dr. Hertz thinks of this threatened 
seizure of the true functions of the Chief Rabbi of the United 
Congregations of the Eritish Empire, or whether it has come to hig 
notice. But do nothesitate te say that if my reading of Sir Robert 
Waley ° ‘chen s intention, as judged by the sentences I have quoted 
in his letter in reply to Mr, Henriques, is eotrect, then the Chief 
Rabbinate is in danger of what ‘a friend of. mine ‘terms: cold. 
storage —and that process, 1 would remind those who read these

Authorities? I suppose this treatment of the Chief Rabbinate 
is the measure of thanks and gratitude to Dr. Hertz for 
his having, at the instance of the War Memorial Committee, under- 
taken a tramp abroad which, as Chief Rabbi, he ought never to 
have consented to. I fear Sir Robert Waley Cohen is unconsciously 
justifying the remark I ventured to make when I said that, the 
farewell dinner given to the Chief Rabbi on his departure for the 
Dominions would, in all probability, turn out to be not a farewell 
dinner but a “last supper.” 


Be this all as it may, there is one word I have to 
say to Sir Robert Cohen. His inflwence in the community is 
as undoubted as it is deserved. But even with the enormous backing 
that good fortune has with him given to his own inherent qualities, 
there are limits to the pranks he will be allowed to play upon a 
very docile community that is content to be over-borne, even more 
by material power than by that of mind and spirit.and heart and soul. 
Tt will take much from a man whom the fates bave favoured, and it 
will allow a long rein to the one whom the gods have dandled 
in the lap of life's luxuries. But I doubt whether even at the 
instance of such a fortunately placed man, it will allow the virtual 
elimination of the Chief Rabbinate in favour of such a body as the 
Council of the Jewish War Memorial. For one thing, the idea of it 
is bringing the sentimentality that attached to the war alittle too far 
into the sacred confines of Judaism in its religious aspects. So my one 
word to Sir Robert Cohen, in all good faith and kindlinegs, is: ““ Hands 
off the Rabbinate !"’

anable to afford a full specialist's fee, and who will be glad to avail 


themselves of these facilities. . Regulations are now being compiled, 


and wil] be circulated shortly. 

The Council are grateful to the authorities of the Daneswood Sana 
torium for Jewish Consumptives for their kindness in arranging for 
Hospital patients suffering from phthisis to be admitted direct. Hitherto 
it has been necessary to make arrangements for such admission through 

Dr. C. T. W. Hirsch. An»athetist to the Samaritan Hospital, has 
been appointed An «thetist to the Hospital, and Mr. J. 8. Boden has 
been appointed Ophthalmic Clinical: Assistant in conriection with the 
Medica! Treatment of School Children, vice Dr. J, R. Prior resigned. 

During the past nine weeks fifty In patients were ddmitted and the 
average nyimber of beds in daily ocqupation was 2) 5, while the average 
daily attendance of Ont-patients was 205, in spite of the fact that the 
period included the High Festivals and other Holidays, which materia!ly 
affected the attendance of patients on certain days.

Itis, indeed, sad that a matter which concerns so deeply the Jowish 
community should bave descended to the low level of peissonal con- 
troversy. In hie attack upon me Sir Robert makee two statements 
which, in the name of truth, it is necessary that I should refute. Firstly, 
he says that I have “ used exceptional powers of emotional appeal actually 
to draw workers from other congregations.” Of those who work for me, 
so far as I know, there is nota single one belonging to other than the 
West London and Liberal Jewish Synagogues; with the exception of 
“the Lady Hannah Hyam,”’ who worked in St. George's about twenty 
years before I had ever heard of the place. 9. | 

Secondly, Sir Robert says that I resigned frem the Welfare Committee 
in the ‘days when I used to indalge in the bigotry and intolerance of the 
young reformer.” In poin’ of fact, 1 resigned from the Welfare Com- 
mittee this summer, after having waited nige months without any 
meeting having been called, in spite of the fact that severa! re«juests had 
been made on the part of individual members of the Committee, who 
realised the importance of the work that it had to do, for meetings to be 
held. 

I doubt if even Sir Robert himself would have rewained on any 
committee that carried out ite business in this manner.

Golders Green Synagogue. 
FESTIVAL DINNER. 


_ On Thursday of last week, at the Coanaught Rooms, a festival dinner 
and dance were held to celebrate the opening of the Golders Green 
Synagogue. Mr. 8. H. EMANUeL, K.C., presided over a large gathering. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing the toast of “Prosperity to the Syna- 
gogae,” said that he was glad to be among the members of that young 
congregation, and he hoped they would throw their heart and soul into 
‘he task of promoting its prosperity under the «gis of the |’ nited Syna- 
gosne. That function was being held to celebrate the.consecration of a 
new edinee erected to the glory of the Aimighty by the efforts of the 
members, helped as they had been by the institution of which he had the 
honour to be one of the Treasurers. It had been a task of love for them, 
but of a certain amount of anxiety to the United Synagogue. So far only 
partof the building had been erected, but he trusted that before long 
they would be so prosperous that they would be able to approach 
the United Synagogue with a scheme for the completion of the edifice. 

Mr. BENJAMIN DraGe, in welcoming Mr. and Mrs. Emanue). said that 
Mr, Emanuel was an old and tried friend of the synagogue. He (Mr. 
Drege) hoped they would respond to the appeal which Mr. Emanuel had 
aidressed to them. If the walls of the synagogue could speak they 
would pay tribute to the pertinacity and courage of those men and 
women who had laboured to bring it into being. He paid a tribute to the 
work of Messrs. George Cohen and Joseph Hyams. to the Ladies’ Dorcas 
Society, under the leadership of Mrs. Karet and Mrs. George Cohen, 
and to the loyalty and unswerving service rendered by the Rev. I. 
livingstone. He would always look back with pride on bis association 
with the foundation of the synagogue. 

Mr. PAUL GOODMAN proposed the toast of “ The Clergy.” 

The CHIEF RARB!, ip reply, said that he was reminded of the great 
British orator, Burke, who used to address the House sf Commons at 
great length, and of whom it was said that while he thought it convincing 
his hearers thought of dining. He would not permit the mistake of 
thinking of preaching while they were thinking of dancing. (Laughter.) 


He congratulated the congregation on its minister. and declared that 
they had a first-class man in the person of Mr. Livingstone. It had been 
said that every country had the Jews it deserved. He contended that 
every Kehilla had the minister it deserved. He hoped they would prove 
that they deserved the minister they had. One way of proving it was to 
carry outthe request of their Chairman. The King had said the other 
day that a meanly-housed authority would earn mean respect and mean 
obedience; so a meanly-equipped house of worship was likely to inspire 
mean respect on the part of the worshippers under its influence. He 
urged them to prove their respect for the synagogue and the minister by 
beautifying it, so that it might be worthy of the sacred cause to which it 
was an everlasting monument. | . 

The Rev. I. LIVING TONE, in proposing the toast of ‘ The Chairman,” 
‘hanked the Chief Rabbi for his kindly references to himself. Words of 
eucouragement were much more helpful than unkind criticism, and the 
‘riendly co-operation of men like Mr. Paul Goodman was a very valuable 
asset to a minister in his work. He wished that such toasts as “The 
Clergy” could be translated into the warmth of encouragement and 
Sympathy in the columns of the Jewish Press, in the committee rooms, 
and in private houses. He esteemed himself very fortunate to have had 
& Board of Management with whom it had been a pleasure to be asso- 
ciated. They owed a great debt of gratitute to Mr. Benjamin Drage for 
all he had done for Golders Green. Mr. Livingstone paid a tribute tothe 
work of Mr. Rossiter and Mr. Seaford, the Chairman and Hon. Secretary 
respectively of the Dinner Committee, and to Mr. George Cohen for the 
help he had given in the arrangement of the function. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, announced that as a result of the dinner the 
sum Of £240 had been raised towards the decoration of the synagogue, 
nearly half of which amount had been collected by Mrs. Freeman and 
Mrs. 8. Cohen, whose example he commended to the other lady members 
of the congregation.

PiLLeT the soles. Put the bones and trimmings in a saucepan with 
sufficient water to cover them . add the bay leaf anda little salt. Dring 
to the boil, simmer for twenty minutes, and then strain. Sprinkle the 
fillete with salt and pepper, rcll them up, place on a greased tin, cover 
with a greased paper, and cook in a moderate oven from ten to fifteen 
minutes. 

While these are cooking, wake the sauce. Melt the margarine in a. 
saucepan, ‘and stir in the flour. Stir for a couple of minutes. then 
gradually add half a pint of fish stock.

Mr. B. MENACHEM MESSA (Aden).

He was singularly kind-hearted and very. broad- 
minded. All Jewish, and most of the non-Jewish, business places were 
closed on the day of the funeral as a mark of respect to the deceased. 


LORD LUDLOW.—The very tragic and untimely death of Lord Ludlow, 
who died leaving no heir, brings to an end. the career of the family 
founded in the cougtry by Sir Manasseh Lopez. Sir Manasseh was 
descended from an ancient Sephardic stock, and was born in Jamaica in 
1755, both he and his father, Mordecai Rodriguez Lopez, baying become 
converts to Christianity in 1302. In that year Manasseh Lopez became 
Member of Parliament for New Romney. and wascreated a baronet three 
years later. Atthe next election he was retuned for Barnstaple, and was 
afterwards found guilty of having bribed the electors of Grampound. He 
was sentenced to two years’ imprisonment with a fine of £1,000. He 
repeated the offence, and was again fined and imprisoned. He, however, 
in 1523, became a candidate for the borough of Westbury, and was 
returned as member, being re-eleeted. in 1326, soon afterwards resigning 
to make room for Sir Robert Peel, who had been rejected by the Oxford 
University. Subsequently Sir Manasseh Lopez filled the efficeot Recorder 
of Westbury and was a Magistrate for two counties. He died in 1831 and 
was succeeded in the title by his nephew, Sir Ralph Franeo. One of the 
best known of the family was Sir Massey-Lopes, who set for many years 
in the House of Commons, and served in the Government. Henyy Charles 
Lopes was a barrister on the Western Circuit, and became a Judge of the 
High Court, afterwards a Lord Justice of Appeal, and was raised to the 
Peerage as Lord Ludlow. He adopted that title, because he was 
descended through his mother from the Ludlow family to which the 
regicide Ludlow belonged. His son, who has just died, was the: second 


Baron, and as he leaves no successor the Barony expires with him.—

KEMAL PASHA’S MOVE. 


SOUNDING THE TURKISH JEWS. 


{Prom a Correspondent, | SOFIA, 

Ihave just received the following important news from an authori- 
tative source in Constantinople. | 

The Nationalist Government of Anvora.has sent, throuch Hamid 
Bey, its official representative at Constantinople, a confidential request 
to the Chief Rabbi of Turkey that he should organise meetings and 
manifestations everywhere by Jews of the country, in favour of the 
Mandate for Palestine being transferred to Tarkey. 


This request has caused much perturbation in the Chief Rabbinate, 
in view of the present very critical political situation. The Rabbinical 
Consistory, however, have held two long private sittings to discuss the 
delicate question. They were confronted by a very difficult problem. 
In organising the manifestations asked for, they knew they would place 
themselves in opposition to the sentiments of World-Jewry, and, further, 
they felt that it would cofstitute also a demonstration on the part of the 
Jews of Turkey against Great Britain, which at present holds the mandate 
for Palestine. If, on the other hand, they refused to comply with the 
request, the Angora Government miyghtinterpret the refusal in a bad light, 
and the consequences for Kastern Jews might be very serious. 


In reply, the Chief Rabbinate officially intimated to the representa- 
tive of the Government of Angora that it has always held itself aloof from 
political questions, ite daty being to concern itself with religions matters. 
The request was then made that a Jewish delegation, representing 
Tarkish Jewry, should be sent to the Lausanne Peace Conference to claim 
Palestine for the Turks. Up to the present no definite decision has been 
arrived at by the Chief Rabbinate, but it is doubtful whether such a 
delegation will go. It is, however, thought that the Kabbinate will not 
in this matter act in an official capacity. 


It would appear, and indeed is generally understood, from this action 
on the part of the Angora Government, that an understanding has been 
come to between the Palestine Arabs and the Turks with the object of 
getting rid of the British. 


KEMALIST ATTITUDE TO ZIONISM. 


Dr. Caleb, the representative of the Zionist Organisation in Con- 
stantinople, has interviewed the Kemalist Emissary in that city, and 
discussed with him the possibilities of Zionist work in the Turkish 
Nationalist territories. The Kemalist Emissary declared that Zionist 
activity would be allowed to proceed unhindered in the new Turkey, 
which, furthermore, had no special interests of its own regarding Palestine.

IMPORTANT STATEMENT IN JOHANNESBURG. 


As briefly reported last week, General Smuts, the South African 


Prime Minister, was the principal guest at a Jewish ban«uetin Johannes- 
burg on the 9th inst. 


In the course of his speech he said: 


You will be interested to know that Mr. Lloyd George absolutely 
gave his opinion that the time would come, and history would yet 
show, that that provision of the peace (“the establishment in Pales- 
tine of a National Home fer the Jewish people”) was perhaps one of 
the most important contributions that the Great War had made 
towards right and justice among the nations. 

Kemal Pasha has defied Europe successfully. His actions may 
have repercussions in Europe and throughout the world of the most 
far-reaching nature. The successful resssertion of the rights of the 
Turkish people in the face of Europe may bring out new problems in 
Asia Minor, but I trust that Great Britain, having been given the 
Mandate over that National Home of the Jews, will stick to it through 
thick and thin. ; 

I trust the view of Mr. Lloyd George in this respect will bo held 
by his successors, and that the British Government and the British 
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Palestine. The acceptance of the Mandate imposes obligations om 
this countsy which I am confident that all British Governments will 


féel bound to falfil.

In a speech at Bradford, on Thursday of last week, Sir John Simon 
(Liberal candidate for Spen Valley) said: 


During the last few days it has b2en brought to my notice that 
there appeared to be some anxiety or misapprehefision amongst the 
Jewish community and the Zionists as to the attitude Liberals were 
likely to take upon the subject of Palestine. There is no ground for 
‘suspecting them of any change of opinion. While [ am in favour of 
cutéing down our Middle Bast commitments to the bone, l am atthe 
same time in favour of falfilling our pledgesin Palestine and elsewhere. 
A man like wyself, whose father was a Welshman, whose mother 
was an Englishwoman, and who married an Irish wife, am not very 
likely to fail in practical sympathy with the national aspirations of 
any race. Whilst Liberals would fulfil all pledges and givethe fullest 
support to all good objects, they must have regard to the fact that 
only by the strictest economy and supervision would we, in other 
parts of the world, save the money we must find if we are to carry 
on the social work at home. 


Sir Leslie Scott. 

At a meeting at the Zionist Hall, Bedford Street, Liverpool,. last 
Saturday evening, Sir Leslie Scott, Conseryative candidate for the 
Exchange Division of Liverpool, said : 

There is a section of the Press which has been carrying on a 
tremendous crusade in favour of the British Government clearing 
bag and baggage out of Palestine, The British Government had 
accepted mandatory responsibilities for Palestine, in the belief 


that it was in the interests of civilisation and humanity that . 


the moral rights of the Jews should be secured there, in s0 
far as that was compatible with not turning oat the Arabs, 
who had been there for so many centuries. The British 
Government is bound to honour the obligation it has solemnly 
undertaken. Apart from its moral duty, it is in its own interest to 
do so. If Palestine were in the bands of a hostile and military 
pation the Suez Canal would be untenable; the road to the East would 
be cut off, and for all practical purposes our hold on the Indian 
Ewpire would be at an end. A great deal of nonsense is talked about 
the cost of the Palestine administration. The expenditure of British 
money is limited to the maintenance of the army of occupation and 
the police foree. This year the total expenditure is about £2,000,000, 
and next year it will be about £1,000,000, which represents about 4d. 
in the pound. In the end, and before very long, it would cost us mure 
to clear out of Palestine thau to remain there.

Jews and the Mandate. 


What Palestine Jews have Obtained. 


DR. KLAUSNER'S VIEWS 


A great stiris being made here concerning the Britiaa Palestine policy. 
Tho most appalling untruths are being spread with the o/)ect of poisoning 
the minds of the British people with anti-Semitism. The British tax. 
payers, it is said, are being b'ed for the purpose ofestabiishing tn Palestine 
a home for the Jewish people, and it is urged that England should 
relinquish the mandate. The agitation has. quite uaturaily, provoked 
feelings of great anxicty among Zionists. But, judging trom some 
comments in the Hebrew !’ressin ['alestine on the recently published 
Constitution of that country it would appear that from the Jewish 
Nationa! point of view the British stay in Palestine is not an unmixed 
blessing, says a writor in the Jewish World. Had the British Government 
adhered to the original policy as expressed in the Balfour Leciaration, 
without the subsequent interpretation. the UCDritish withdrawa! from 
Palestine might now be regarded as calamitous. But conditions being 
what they are, 6he question arises whether the Jewish Nationa! Move 
ment would suffer to any considerabic extent in the event of Britain 
reling ishing the Mandate. Thus we find Dr Josep Klausner, a very 
moderate critic, discussing the Palestine Constitution and finding it 
inadequate from every Jewish point of view.. Indeed, be comes to the 
conclusion that Jewish National interests Lave been sacrifice’ with the 
object of placating the Araba. 

From the general view-point, Dr, \iausuer finds that the C ouatitctioa 
had been framed ina very liberai spirit. But he is unable to discern the 
advantages obtained by the Jews. fo the Arabs the maximum demands 
are conceded; and if they are not satished it is because they are 
* Bolsheviks in the national senses "--that is a policy which, if persisted 
in, will ultimately lead to both the Arabsancd the Jews being dispossessed 
of the country.” What, however, are the concessions which Jews obtain 
in the Constitution? The writer, dealing with the questionia Jitvret:, saya 
‘that while the document coutains a certain measure of tustice. he was 
bound to declare without any hesitation 

That the Palestine Coustitution has been framed as if there sad not been io 
existence the Declaration, pledging the re-establishment of a Jewish National 
Home. ‘True, there isa clause in tle Constitution wherein the Balfour Declara 
tion is mentioned, but there is nothing to indicate iu the documentthat the Jews 
have been promised something in Palestine which ther have act been promised 
in, say Poland, Lithunauvia, Rumania, etc 

Klausner, continuing his critical analysis of the Palestine Con- 
stitution, points out that after having separated Transjordania from 
Palestine, the Arab populations in the country. including ‘5,000 Christians, 
is about 400,000 and the Jewish population 100,000. This means that the 
Jews form twenty-five percent. of the gencral population. Yet the Con- 
stitution provides for a Jewish representation on the Legislative Council 
of only tifteon per cent.—and that, after having been promised a Jewish 
National Home inthe country. Nor is the writer much impressed by the 
fact that Hebrew is one of the official languages. Lithuania has not 
promised the Jews a National Home, yet Yiddish is regarded as an official 
language. ‘n:Seviet Vitebsk, a trial of Jews has heen conducted in 
Yiddish. in other words, Hebrew has been recognised in Palestine as a 
language of a minority, but that does not make for a National Home. 


Finally, ix; regards the immigration laws as being very damni 
the Pointe vital to the tounding 
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of the Jewish National Home have been sacrificed out of regard for the 
Arabs 
 @Oae need not agree with the views expressed by oven so learned a 
critic as Dr. Klausner He underestimates the flexibility of a constitu. 
tion, especially when framed by British statesmen. But the criticism he 
offers, voicing as it does the opinions of many Jews in and outside 
Palestine, should ease the anxiety of some Zionista as to Britain 
relinquishing the l’alestine Mandate. Yew Powers could do less to 
farther the Jewish wish. It also ought to serve asan eye-opener to many 
an Englishman as to the extent to which the Jewish National Home is 
being built with the money of the British taxpayers.

Wholesale Arrests of Russian Zionists. 
EIGHT HUNDRED AWAITING TRIAL. 


At least 800 Zionists in various parts of the Ukraine, but especially in 
the city and province of Kieff, are now under the surveillance of the 
Tcheka (Extraordinary Commission) awaiting trial before a Revolutionary 
Tribunal, on account of their membership of the Zionist Organisation. 
Most of them were arrested on the night of September 20th, as a result of 
the general order. Since that date they have had to report regularly to 
the Tche*ta. Many were kept in prison for several weeks, and obtained 
their release only after pledging themselves not to leave their home 
towns nor to engage in Zionist activity pending their trial, which is 
expected to take place within a month. The. indictment stamps all 
Zionist organisations as counter-revolutionary agencies, and charges the 
arrested persons with belonging to anti-Soviet parties. 


The Jewish World-Conference.

AMERICAN ACTIVITIES. 


The first step in the direction of preparing the Jews of America for 
participating in the proposed World Jewish Congress for Palestine will be 
taken at a conference of all New York Jewish organisations to be held on 
the 26th inst. at the Hias Building, 425, Lafayette Street. This 
conference is called by the American Jewish Congress, of which Mr. 
Nathan Straus is President. 

It is expected that abont 500 organizations willtake part. Dr. Stephen 
5. Wise, Chairman of the Executive Committee of the American Jewish 
Congress, Mr. Nathan Straus, Judge Aaron J. Levy, Mr. Joseph Barondess, 
Judge Louis D. Gibbs, and other leaders of the congress movement in 
America will be present. As a result of this gathering, there will be 
organised a Council of New York Jewish organisations, which, in 
co-operation with the American Jewish Congress, will assume charge of 
the propaganda for the World Jewish Congress. Similar conferences and 
mass meetings are being called !n a number of large cities throughout 
the country. 


Bishop's Attack on Zionism. 
“COUNTRY OF MANY DIVISIONS.” 


Dr. Rennie MacInnes, Anglician Bishop in Jerusalem, who is now 
in America for the triennial General Convention of the Episcopal Church, 
made a fierce attack on Zionism in the course of a sermon at the 
Cathedral of 8t. John. He said:— 


Palestine is a country of many divisions, not only racial and religious, but 
Mosiem against Moslem, Jew against Jew, and, alas, Christian against Christian. 
Zionism has as its aim the establishment of Jewry dispersed throughout the world 
asa nation located in Palestine. There are many religious Jews who are 
Zionists, butas a movement it has not yet shown that it has any use for religion 
at all. This has caused agreat division of mind, which now separates the Jewish 
world. Many of the most prominent Jews in this country have definitely stated 
that they are opposed to Zionism as aow presented and explained by its 
exponents. Asa very prominent man, himselfa Rabbi, said to me the other 
day, *‘ Zionism cuts at the roots of our philosophy. We are nct a nation, we 
are a religion.”’ 


Austrian Zionists. 
THE JEWISH WORLD-CONGRESS. 


It appears that the outstanding feature of the forthcoming Zionist 
Conference in Austria will be a conflict between the adherents and the 
oppouents of a Jewish World-Congress. The majority of the Committee 
of the Austrian Federation, headed by the President, Deputy Robert 
Stricker, are opposed to a Congress of the kind, while the President of 
the Greater Actions Committee, Chief Rabbi Dr, Chajes, is seeking to win 
over Austrian Zionists in favour of the scheme. Dr. Chajes will formally 
propose a resolution in favour of the Congress at the Conference of the 
Austrian Federation, which will be opened in Vienna on the 24th inst.

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Zionist Meeting at Leeds. 


MR. JOSEPH COWEN ON THE MANDATE. 


A resolution affirming unabated support of the Zionist Movement 
and expressing confidence that, in the conviction of the coincidence of 
British and Jewish interests in Palestine, the British Government, in 
spite of unjustified attacks, would carry out the policy enunciated in the 
Balfour Declaration, was carried unanimously at a public meeting at 
the Albert Hall, Leeds, on Sunday last, which was addressed by Mr. 
Joseph Cowen and Mr. Morris Meyer. Dr. 5. BRODETSKY presided 

In introducing the principal speakers, the CHAIRMAN said that Mr. 
Cowen was one who displayed the greatest activity in the affairs and 
administration of the Zionist Movement, and was an authority cn the 
finances of the Zionist Movement. While disclaiming any desire 
to introduce politics, he deplored the attempts in various «quarters 
to vilify the Zionist Movement, to make it one cf the 
election cries, and to try to poison the minds of the cicctors 
with regard to Jewish interests in Palestine. This was unfortunate, 
because the Zionists themselves did not want it made a party question. 
They were justified, however, in withholding their support from candi- 
dates deliberately opposed to the Jewish policy in Valestine. in Leeds 
there was no candidate, so far as he knew, definitely opposed. The 
Conservative and Labour candidates in the North-East Division had not 
replied to questions on the subject, and the Conservative candidate in the 
North Division bad not replied, but all others had promised sapport. 

In moving the resolution, Mr. JosePH COWEN said that bis recoillec- 


tion of Leeds went back some years. He had not been there since the 
War began, but he remembered a meeting, strangely enough, just in 
front of a General Election twenty years before. It was rather a 
coincidence that on that occasion, as on this, he should be speaking in 
Leeds in front of a General Election. He thought they would agree with 
him, those who could throw their minds back twenty years, that things 
ior the Zionists did not look any too rosy then. They were dreamers, 
philosophers, novelists—not that they wrote novels, but in that they had 
novel ideas—-but were looked upon as harmless. ‘The dreamers, the 
fantastical people, the “novelists,” however, seemed to have been better 
prophets than even they were aware, and what bad been a dream anda 
fantasy twenty ycare ago had now become 


A Living Reality. 

He mentioned that only because the Zionists got plenty of kicks, and 
he thought it jast as well that they should occasionaliy get some 
kudos for having pointed the way when the road was dark 
and it was heavy going. They had told them that there was 
& Way out—the only way out—and that road was Palestine. Jhey 
were not false prophets, and to-day the world saw and admitted 
that their view was correct. It bad progressed so far that this 
country had been entrusted by the League of Nations with a 
maudate for Palestine, with a view to establishing there a National Home 
for the Jewish People. Who could have believedittwenty yearsago ’ Even 
now there were some people so sceptical as not to believe it. Tbe fact of 
the matter was that when one iived close to a mountain; one could not 
sec its height. That was what was tbe matter A gentleman 
had said to him, “ We have not got Palestine,” and he supposed he based 
his remarks largely upon some of the friendly remarks that had been 
appearing in the Jews nroniclie. The Jewish Chronicle was a friend of 
theirs, and it said they had not got all they set out for. Of course they 
had not got all they set out for.. (Hear, hear.) They had set out for 
alot, but he thought they had got as much as they could tackie for the 
mowent, and he was alraid that if they got more they would have 
an attack of indigestion and not be able to assimilate all of it. if 
the Editor of the Jewish Chronicle had the responsibility of leading 
the Movement and could see what: forces were opposed to them 
and what force was behind them, he would sing a different 
song. He ithe speaker) wanted all they wanted, and perhaps 
more, but because he couid not get everything he was not going 
to refuse what was offered, and he would not make little of it, but 
much of it. In their bands lay the destiny of Palestine. What Lad 
Zionists been doing sinte the war? They had been strengthening 
their position in every way. They had strengthened their position 
in Palestine, not to the hurt or damage of anyone—ratber, on the 
contrary, to the interests of very many, inc!uding the Arabs. Let them look 
at their position. The community, the general Jewish commusity, was, 
he was pleased to say, very much more with them now thav it had ever 
been. He had great hopes, strong hopes, that they might be abc to form 
in the Keren Hayesod (the Palestine Foundation Fund) a general body 
consisting of non-Zionists as well as Zionists, which would help them 
through that particular instrument. In France they had a general body 
developing the Keren Hayesod there, which included many men who 
were formerly indifferent or opposed to them, men who were members of 
the Chamber of Deputies—Mr. Blum and others—and men like the son of 
the late Grand Rabbin. They had men in America, that well of enthusiasm 
and Jewish endeavour, who had not forgotten they were Jews; and the 
Jews in America were the backbone of the movement. In Germany 
they had made very rapid development, and an important man like 
Wasserman, Director of the Deutsche Bank, had become one of them, 
and was Chairman of the Keren Hayesod in Germany. Poland had con- 
tributed to the Palestine Foundation Fund in a remarkable manner to 
the extent of hundreds of millions—only Polish marks it was true—but 
it was a great deal for them. If he were to give them a list of the 
countries contributing to the Keren Hayesod, it would read like a 
geography book. He would read some, because they had never been 
heard of before, except as countries they had been giving money to. He 
had a list of forty-seven, including China, Luxemburg, Tunis, Mesopo- 
tamia, Chili, Sweden, Siberia, Newfoundland, and Norway, a country in 
which they had hardly known there were any Jews. 


Wherever there were Jews there were Zionists, 


people who were devoted to the National restoration and wcre coming 
forward to help them. If there was a Jew at the North Pole he would 
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be a Zionist and help them. The Keren Hayesod was doing pretty fairly: 
Since its establishment it had in two years collected over £600,000, which 
was not a bad sum. Only recently an anonymous donor had 
sent a cheque for £10,000. He Was pleased to say these 
things, because there was an absolute necessity for the Keren 
Hayesod to be developed, and developed strongly, because it was 
the watering can of the garden of Palestine. \o matter what they planted, 
they knew they bad to water it, or else that plant would not grow. The 
Keren Hayesod was watering and cultivating Palestine—food, sanitation, 
agriculture, and the development ot! emigration into Palestine. That was 
the work that was being done by a people which bad been called a 
materialist and money-grabbing people. That had been done by the poor 
Jews of the world who had given their money and would not get any 
dividends forit. If ever their enemies raised their heads and tongues 
against them and called them materialist money-grabbers, they had the 
answer in the Keren Hayesod. Let them cherish and strengthen and 
support it as they would cherish and strengthen and support 
their own families. The Keren Hayesod was prepared also to 


embark some of its money in other schemes—the electrification 
of Palestine. the Kutenberg scheme. He wanted to tell them 
something of the Kutenberg scheme. Those responsible for the 


Iutenberg scheme had stated that they were prepared to pay ten 
per cent, more for material and machinery if they came from Britain 
rather than from anywhere else. He would like to know what British 
manufacturer would pay ten per cent. more for goods to come from Britain. 
Ile did not know what advantage Britain would get out of the develop. 
ment of Palestine, but he trusted-she did not go there for material gain. 
What was the position in Palestine’ There was quiet and order, 
and things were moving there. They beard a great deal of what the 
British taxpayer had done in Palestine. He was one of them—it hit him 
both ways. Since the Armistice, £1,000,000 of Jewish money had gone 
into Palestine for expenditure on developments. The emigrants were 
now reduced from 10,000 a year to 5,000 a year. The restrictions were 
very strict—too strict, he thought. There had suddenly come a General 
Election in England, and although the Jews were blamed for a great 
many things, he trusted no one was going to blame them for the Genera! 
Election. (Laughter.) As a result of the General Election they now 
found Palestine, which they had thought to be a settled policy, flung 
into the electoral arena, and most undeserved—the mildest term he 
could use—and unjust attacks made upon them and the British Govern. 
He had seen recently a paragraph ina 
paper headed “Our word is our bond.” It reads as follows: 

Let us remember that tie pledge was given to Canada when we were very 
giad to have her troops—to sar nothing of her food, when the U-boats were 
active—and it would indeed be a reversal of the old tradition that au 
Englishman's word is the cafest th ng .othe world if we finally declined to 
keer the pledge now that we are not in want of Canada's assistance 


%f course. the London (which published this paragraph) 
sould use “our word as our bond” when it applied to Canadian beef. 
Lord Beaverbrook could use it when they referred to cattle: but when it 
veferred to Jews they wanted to break it. (Cheers.} Let them take no 
notice of scurrilous newspapers. They were not I -ngland ; they never would 
be England. “ur word is our bond,” as that paper said. The greatest 
assct England had was not the [Indian l-mpire or her Bank of England, but 
that other people believed in her word. He had no doubt at all that

but he was not one of those who would insist on her keeping ber word if 
she wanted to go away from it. One tan, who had a great and high 
reputation in this country. who was loreiga Minister when this country 
went to war—he referred to \iscount Grey—had saidthat week: “I want 
to know what are the worthy obligations undertaken in Mesopotamia and 
Palestine’ What promiseshave they made” ‘These commitments ought 
to be putan end toas scon as possible. Wecannotattord them. They would 
remainasa ‘ault, and something to be put to a political discredit of the late 
Government which continued them after the war wasover.” He(Mr. Cowen 
was not concerned with Mesopotamia but it was a most astounding thing 
to find this gentleman who did not know what the obligations were or 
what were the promises, and he said whatever they were, they ought to 
be putanendto. ‘etin‘+!; Lord Grey had made this statement: “I am 
entirely in sympathy with the l'eciaration made by Mr. Balfour and aim 
very glad that tis has been announced publicly as the view of the British 
Government.” If Lord Grey made a promise when this country was at 
war, he should honour it even in peacetime. Then they had another 
gentieman. one who. indeed, had been largely controlling the destinies of 
Palestine. Mr, Winston Churchill, late Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, had sent this messa_e to the Dundee Liberal Association: 

[fr is suggested that I have s:ecial responsibility for our commitments in 
Mesopotamia and Palest.ne ani that the leaders of the new (roverument are free 
from such responsibility. Such a suggestion is the exact contrary to the truth. 
Mr. Bonar Law and Lord Curzon were both members of the War Cabinet when

these commitments were entered into. I was not a member of the War Cabinat, 
but only serving in a quasi-technical position under it. By a constitnutiona) 
innovation which was instituted at that time, the whole responsibility for the 

olicy was reserved and monopolised by the War Cabinet. I came into thi, 

fiddle Eastern business only at the beginning of 192! f it is now 
decided by Mr. Bonar Law and Lord Carzon to break the promises and repudiate 
the obligations entered into on behalf of that country, they will be repudiatin, 
their own promises and their own obligations and not mine, but I do not think 
they will do anything of the sort, 

So Mr. Churchill was not going to be bound by the Government « 
undertakings because he only came into it in 1921, and it was the War 
Cabinet's affair. They would recollect in the “Pickwick Papers,” the 
remarkable bit of advice that was tendered by old Weller in connection 
with the breach of-promise case, Bardellv. Pickwick. Old Weller had said, 
“ Try and prove an alibi.” Mr. Churchill was trying to prove an alibi. (Loud 
iauchter.) He was bound by Government dccision. and cver since 192). 
until a week or two ago, he had known al! about the policy, and had 
defended it. It was very extraordinary to see these things happening to 
ieading men of the country. The Prime Minister had made two state 
ments that did not tally. They wanted to know which he was going t» 
stand by. What was it all about’ Was it because British statesmen 
were afraid of losing votes’ Thetruth was thatafecling of prejudice and 
anti-Jewishness was at the back of it. It was not Palestine that was the 
secret. Was it because there were a few British soldiers there? If it 
was. he referred them to Jabotinsky, who would quickly raise Jewish 
soldiers to keep orderthere. (Cheers.) What was the cost? Millions 
had been squandered, they were told. It was not true, because the cost 
to the British taxpayer was practically nil. If the British Governmerit 
wanted to get out of the country, it had a simple thing todo. It could 
come to the leaders of the Zionist Organisation and say: “ This thing 
costs us £2,000,000. We cannot afford it. Will you take over Palestine 
and give us back our money” '’ He believed the Zionist leaders would 
say Yes.” (Cheers,) If, howevor, Engiand abandoned the Mandate she 
would appear false in the eyes of the world—that was the only word for it. 
He bad an old diplomatic and consular report published by the Govern. 
ment for the year i915 on trade of the consular district of Jerusalem, 
which really meant Palestine. The imports of Jaffa in 1%1l were 
£1,170,000, outof which the United Kingdom contributed £146,000; in 
1912, United Kingdom sent £155,000 and in 19): £170,000. For the 
ninc months in ivzl, the total amount of merchandise imported 
was £1,200.000, as against £1,500,000 for twelve months previously. It 
was not all real increase, of course, as some of it was due to increase of 
valuc and price, atill, the United Kingdon figures for nine months after the 
war were £1,420, 159, as compared with £170,000 for the twelve montis pre 
viousi\ —tentimesasinuch (Cheers). Wastbat of avy value to Logland? 
England could not have done this if she had not had the Mandate over the 
country. He had never doubted the sincerity of Lord Balfour and the 
Government at the time whenthe British Go. ernment issuedthe Baifour 
Declaration. But they bad given it beca:.ye there wasa

in Palestine, and they would have been wrong if they had civen it for 
apy othcrreason. (Applause.! They could not do a thing out of sentiment 
—it was only the Jews who could do anything for sentiment. (Laughter.) 
They could not be disturbed every few months initheir work. The piant 
was a tender one which had ust been planted: thcy could not have is 
dug up every few months to see how it was progressing. Ile would 
take the liberty of telling them how they should vote. Ie hoped they 
would take his advice. This Palestine matter was an important one for 
Lritain and the Jews, and it was of transcendent importance that the 
British word should be kept, and ¢bat nobody should say: “Britain promi<ed 
in war what she did not keepin peace.” They did not make l’alestine 
a battle cry, though it had been a battle cry with anti-Jews. They 
wanted a ciean Britain that kept its word, they wanted a clear. ciean 
Jewish position. They wanted candidates who would carry out what 
Britain had promised— whether Libcral, Labour, or lory—and they should 
not vote for any candidate who did not give that guarantee. it waa 
important that British honour should be untarnished and unstained, and 
anybody voting for British honour would be voting the right way. 
(Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Mortis Mice spoke in Yiddish. and the meetiog closed with the 
unapnimous adoption of the resolution. 


English Zionist Federation 
RECEPTION TO SYNAGOGUE COUNCIL. 


A reception was given last Monday at Bonn’s Hotel, Great Prescote 
Street, to representatives of the Synagogue Council of the lederation in 
celebration cf the anniversary of the first Zionist Congress and of the 
ratification by the League of Nations of the Mandate for Palestine. 
Councillor ARTHUR ,Howi Chairman of the Synagogue Council, 
presided, 

The CHAIRMAN said that they ail desired to extend their sympathy 
to Mr. Morgenstern, the Secretary of the Federation, in the bereavement 
he had sustained. The object ofthat gathering wastbat they might meet 
socially and get to know one another. As Chairman of the Synagocue 
Council he realised that in the synagogues they bad a vast field o! workers 
who could be brought into the Zionist fold. It was indeed surprising te 
tind that so man. congregations took very little interest or no interest 
at all in the Movement. He appealed to the Gabboim and Rabbonim to 
briog home to the masses the desirability of obtaining active workers 
for the Movement. They wanted closer co-operation in their work 
What was being written about them daily in the papers proved that they 
were not liked. It also proved the necessity for them to unite in their 
work in order that they might achieve their objects. 

The Kev. J. K, GOLD BLOOM moved the following resolution, which 
was unanimously carried :— 

That this gathering of representatives of synagogues precaees itself to 
co-operate with the English Zionist Federation in furthering the objects of the 
Zionist Movement and reccenstitute itself into the Sruagogue Council of tire 
English Zionist Federation 
He said that as the times were troublous a great responsibility rested 
with those connected with the synagogue. He trusted that the new 
winter campaign would result in many workers coming forward to 
assist them. 

Rabbi Haris COHEN, in seconding the resolution, expressed his joy 
and pleasure at being invited that evening to take part in that dual 
Simcha, There was to have been a third reason for their meeting 
together. It wasto witness the presentation of an illuminated address to 
Mr. M, Shire, whom they all knew as an active worker in the Zionis’ 
campaign, They all regretted his absence through illness, which 
prevented them from witnessing the tribute of respect which Mr. Shire 
merited. It had been said that the outlook was very cloudy at the present 
time. ‘The fact that they had enemies showed that thoy were of some 
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importance, and that they were taking their rightful position again. 
Some synagogues had undoubtedly done a great deal more work for the 
Movement than others. Representing as he did a constituent of the 
United Synagogue, he would ask them not to blame the ! nited Synagogue, 
They had regulations, and their rules were sometimes, in his opinion, 
considered more sacred than "W M1N, There were three waysin which 
work could be done in the United Synagogue in furthering. Zionist work. 
In the first place they should eli ct as representatives to the Council men 
who were sympathetic towards the Zionist Movement. (Hear, bear.) 
This had been done at the Deputies. Then they could form themselves 
into groups in their synagogues and organisations in order to spread the 
idea of the Movement, and, thirdly, to infuse the Zionist idea into the 
rising generation. He had taken every opportunity of speaking on Zionism 
tothe children in the religion classes. If these three ideas could be acted 
upon the results of their activities would be enlarged. 

Rabbi RABBINOWIT?, of the Vine Court Synagogue. supported the 
resolution. 

Mr. P. HOROWITZ, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chairman, 
said that Mr. Howitt had worked with all his energy and zeal for the 
Synagogue Council, and he hoped that they would rally around him and 
give him their support, 

Mr. N. LAZARUS, In seconding the vote of thanks. referred to the 
good work of the gentlemen who had proposed and spoken in support of 
the resolution. He also thanked the Rev. G. Boyars, of the New Road 
Synagogue, who had rendered musical items. RKeferring to the General 
Liection, he said that he hoped that they would all endeavour to obtain, 
before Wednesday, from the candidates, pledges in connection with 
the support of the Mandate for Palestine. Most of the candidates in the 
North and East of London had already given their pledges. Some mizht 
«ay that pledges were worth very little, but he could assure them that had it 
not been for the pledges obtained from members of the Government in 
1917 the situation would not have been saved when Mr. Churchill made 
his great speech. members of the present Government, Mr. Amery 
and Mr. Neville Chamberlain, had already given their pledge with 
reference to the Mandate and the Palestine question. He hoped they 
would endeavour to make the Synad¢ogue Conncil into alive and active 
body. 

The CHAIRMAN briefly replied. 

An Executive Committee from among the members of the Synagogue 
Council was elected.

What Jews in England Have Done. 


From Mr. L. Herrmann (Secrefary, Palestine Fund 
Keren Hayesod.) 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

Sin,—In your last issue, you dealt with statements made by various 
parliamentary candidates with regard to Palestine, and pointed out that 
Major Hore-Belisha, a Liberal, said that it was quite unjustifiable that 
the British taxpayer should be called upon to pay taxes to make a 
National Home for the Jews in Palestine. You naturally hoped that 
Major Belisha, who is a Jew as well as an English taxpayer, had made a 
large contribution to the Palestine Foundation Fund and thus shown his 
practical desire to save all expense to the British people. 

You have very justly insisted that the only satisfactory reply which 
Jews can make to these reproaches isto give support to the Palestine 
Foundation Fund Keren Hayesod. 

You may be interested to know exactly what support the Jews of 
England have given. The central office of the Keren Hayesod received 
£614,692 up to September 30th. Oaly £15,358 came from England. All 
the rest was received from Jews outside the United Kingdom. The 
Ti nited States contributed £398,355, Canada £45,135, South Africa £1%,505, 
Poland £22,099, Germany £17,082, Argentine £15,563, while the balance 
was received from forty other countries, and in relation to these figures 
the terrible depreciation, in Poland, for example, must be taken into 
account. 

This shows that the Jews.of the world are paying for the reconstruc- 
tion of the Jewish National Home through the Keren Hayesod, and this 
is in addition to all the money invested privately or contributed to the 
Jewish National Fund, the Palestine Land Development Company, or the 
Zionist Banks. 

We see further that, unfortunately, the Jews of England are not 
doing their duty. For this reason the Board of Directors of the Keren 
Hayesod are trying to find means to gain the support of the whole body 
of English Jews, and itis hoped that a great step in this direction has 
been taken by forming a Committee to consider the means by which an 
Anglo-Jewish Keren Hayesod Committee could be created. 

After the Genera! Election, the Jews of this country will be able to 
do such work for Zionism that no English Government will be at all 
inconvenienced when asked, “ Who pays for the Jewish National Home?” 
In the past the Zionists of Fugland have done excellent work for 
Palestine. In the last few years the organised Zionists in this country 
have found it difficult to meet the claims which the exacting task of 
building up Palestine imposes on them. In view of what the Jews in 
other countries have done, surely Zionists and non-Zionists in England 
will feel obliged to show that they are sensible of the special responsi: 
bility which rests on the Jews in the country which has received the 
Mandate. 

One further remark. It is with regard to “ Mentor’s ” article on 
“ Scandalous Waste.” ‘ Mentor” calls upon the various Relief Funds to 
amalgamate, instead of collecting and expending money in little separate 
groups. Whatever force there may be in “ Mentor’s” complaint about 
funis forrelieving distress in East Europe, there can be no such com- 
plaint about the funds for Pelestine, since the Keren Hayesod has 
been made the central fund for colonisation and immigration, so that 
there are no separate funds for immigration, agriculture, educa- 
tion, labour, sanitation and the other branches of an ordered 
colonisation of Erez Israel. There is no overlapping of pro- 
paganda, of collecting, of organisation. For this reason the Keren 
Hayesod should receive all the more support from the Jews of the 
world, and especially from the Jews of England. 

It is to be hoped that after the excitement of the elections is over, the 
Jews of England will be increasingly conscious of the moral to be drawn 
from the way the Palestine question has figured in the electoral campaigns,

In Memory of Fallen Soldiers. 


CONSECRATION OF HEADSTONES. 


Last Sunday, at the Willesden Cemetery of the United Synagogue, 
the Rev. Michael Adler, D.5.0., B.A., consecrated four headstones erected 
by the Imperial War Graves Commission to the memory of Austratinn 
Jewish soldiers who are buried in the Overseas plot and in another part 


of the cemetery. Mr. Adler also consecrated other headstones in respect 
to persons who had fallen or who had died while on active service. 
Among those present were Sir Edward Lucas, Agent-General for South 
Australia; Lieut.-Col. G. J. Hogben, representing the High Commissioner 
of Australia; a representative of Sir T. Coghlan, Agent-General for New 
South Wales; and some of the honorary officers and officials of the United 
Synagogue. 

After the recital of a number of Psalms, the Rev. MICHAEL 
ADLER delivered an address, in the course of which he said that 
they were assembled for the purpose of paying their tribute of 
homage and respect to the memory of those Jews in the Australian 
Imperial Force who were buried in that cemetery. The conse- 
cration of those headstones—erected by a grateful Government to 
those who gave their livesina noble cause—aroused a host of moving 
refiections. It awakened mingled emotions of pride and sorrow, pride 
for noble achievement, sorrow for vigorous lives cut off in the springtime 
of youth. In 1914 the sons of Australian Jewry were the first to offer 
themselves for duty. By their conduct on active service they proved 
that they deserved to share the praise bestowed upon the gallant Anzacs 
by Sir William Birdwood, when he wrote of them that “brave toa degree, 
in attack they were overwhelming ; steadfast and determined, in defence 
they were invincible.” Out of a popuiation of 17,000 Jews in Australia, 
over 2,000 enlisted voluntarily, of whom nearly 300 fell on the fleld of 
honour or died on active service; 192 obtained commissions, at the 
head of whom stood that distinguished son of Israel, Lieut. Genera! Sir 
John Monash. Over eighty honours were won, including one V.C., 
fifteen Military Crosses, and thirty-nine Military Medals. That was a 
record of which Australian Jewry had cause to be proud. In very truth 
their Australian brethren had conferred undying honour not alone upon 
themselves, but upon world-wide Jewry. Many were sleeping their long 
sleep upon the battlefields of Gallipoli, Palestine, and the Western I'ront. 
Of those, it might be truly said that they were greater in their death than 
in their lives, They builded better than they knew, and out of loss they 
won for their faith, their country, and for mankind, au enduring gain. 
Their memory shall never depart; their names live for evermoré. 

The “Last Post” was impressively sounded by Sergt. Lishak and 
Corpl. Solomon, buglers of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade Band.

ADDRESS BY THE REV §S. LIPSON. 


In the course of his sermon at the Hammersmith Synagogue last 
Sabbath, the Rev. 8. Lipson said that they had given two minutes’ silent 
thought to those who fell during the great war. Memory had conjured 
up anew their unparalleled heroism. During the years that had elapsed 
since the war, the soul of humanity had been steadily climbing down. 
They remembered that day the unreturned brave, some of whom were 
members of that congregation, They remembered them with pride and 
gratitude welling up within them. For what purpose closed they their 
eyes upon the hopes of the world, except that through their sacrifice 
it cecame nobler, and righteousness ascended aloft in triumph? The 
world appeared to have forgotten already the lessons that were taught 
the war. Very little real effort had been made towards readjustment. 

ew ideas had been running riot. Autocracies were vanishing before 
the surge of revolutions, sceptres were broken, crowns battered by 
democracies that had not yet arrived at the conception of orderly govern- 
ment. Man’s inhumanity to man had never been so terribly exemplified 
asin the many abuses of power which had made the Jewish people the 
target for so many unreasoning demonstrations of ill-will, spite, and 
prejudice. During the war minds became receptive of prophetic concep- 
tions. The opening of Palestine, for instance, the rebuilding cf the 
Jewish spiritual centre, were seen to be as fulfilments. With strife at 
home and abroad, with interests clashing, and malice feeding British 
passion, there was little enough for which to rejoice as they scanned the 
last four years. They wanted more than ever to-day those who in 
loyalty would bring heart and brain to the causes which would make for 
the uplifting of the Jewish people.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Srr,—In view of the discussion as to the desirability of amalgamating 
the Jewish Charities in the Metropolis, it may be of interest to refer to 
the experience of Antwerp, where for over two years all the charitable 
institutions have been under one control, 


On the return of the Jewish population after the German occupation 
it was decided, instead of reorganising the various societies on the 
old lines, to reconstruct them on a new foundation, and thus the 4dm: 
tration Centrale de Brenfareance Jnive, which is popularly known as the 
“ Centrale.” was formed. 

All the Jewish charitable inatitutions of the city are now affiliated to 
this body, and whilst the special character and orgwisation of every 
society has been preserved, they have all benefited by the amalgamation 
since they are no longer concerned with the finding of the means for 
carrying on their work. This is left to the “ Centrale,” which is the only 
organisation that controls the collection, as well as the distribution of the 
money, according to the needs of the various societies, and it should be 
mentioned that complete harmony reigas between the parent body and 
its branches. 

The first beneficent result of centralisation has been that the 
multifarious and competitive appeals have ceased, and the average 
amounts of the donations and contributions have increased. 

The amalgamation has also placed a wholesome check on “ schnorring ; " 
but whenever a special case arises which is outside the scope of any of 
the societies, the “Centrale” authorises special collections, and specia! 
lists are issued, which are marked with the sum required, for the 
guidance of contributors. 

A tarther important result of the amalgamation is that all the societics 

have their offices in the same building, with the consequent advantages 
to economy, control, and dispensing of charity. 
The work is carried on, with few exceptions, by a large body of 
honorary workers, who devote considerable time and energy to their 
duties, and a few of the names have become household words among the 
emigrante. 

The “Centrale” is a credit tothe Antwerpcommunity, and mayserve 
as a model to other cities.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 


CLX.—RABBI AND 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

The picture of Rabbi Elisha ben Abuya has always had something 
wysteriously attractive for me. What was the man’s fate that he should 
have been spurned by his fellow-Jews? Of what heinous offence was he 
guilty that the mention of his name was not tolerated, and he was spoken 
of as outsider ”? 

Tradition asserts that he was born while yet the second Temple 
stood, and that after Bar Cochba’s rebellion he was still alive. He 
apparently came of a good family, and he devoted himself to a life 
of stady only at the urgent wish of his father. The youth was 
fortunate in his teachers, of whom Rabbi Akiba was one, and as 
his talents were considerable, he seemed destined to achieve 
creat things. But he had one of those restless minds that are never at 
peace with themselves. The range of the Kabbinic schools was too 
narrow for him, and he began to dabble in Greek literature. While he 
was supposed to be studying the Torah, he was reading Homer. So one 
story goes, and the implied blame is apparent. But the Rabbis were not 
always opposed to the study of Greek. [ar from it. In days of peace 
and qulet they welcomed Greek. NE’ “the 
beauty of Japhet,” it was said, “shall dwell in the tents of Shem.” 
hut when Greek wisdom came to be regarded as a danger to 
Judaism, and when Jews were afraid of the worst sort of enemies— 
informers from among their own ranks, to learn Greek was held to be 
un Jewish. Elisha ben Abuya was thus destined toend badly. “Four,” 
so we read in the Talmud, “ made their way into Paradise (i.e. the inner 
circle whence God may be viewed)—LBen Azai, Ben Zoma, Elisha ben 
Abuya,and Rabbi Akiba. The first saw God and died; the second had the 
vision and lost his mental balance; the third cut down many plants in 
the Garden ; only the fourth walked in and out unharmed.” 

Elisha cut down many plants in the Garden; in other words, he was 
held responsible for undermining Judaism. For he was not only himself 
sceptical of the faith of his fathers, he also sought to make others 
disbelievers. He who at one time had helped to build the fair fane, later 
attempted to destroy it. When the Jews were persecuted under Hadrian, 
who desired to crush Judaism completely, the Romans, it is said, founda 
-ealous helper ir Elisha, He entered the colieges and upbraided the

students for wasting their time over impractical disquisitions. He urged — 


them to leave their books and become builders, tailors, bunters, 
or what not. Again and again he would explain to the Komans 
the conduct of Jews whose action was intended to ease their 
winds when they transgressed the behests of the Torah. Their 
oman oppressors forced the Jews to work on the Sabbath. In 
order to give ease to their consciences some of the wretched victims 
agreed to work together on the Sabbath, believing that their offence 
against the Torah would be lessened if divided. This may have been 
liogical, but it was a small comfort to men in distrees. Elisha, realising 
the motives of his co-religionists, explained to the Komans, and the yoke 
of the religious oppressors became wel! nigh intolerable. 

Why did the man turn about? How account for his zeal against 
Judaisin which appears, if the stories can be trusted, to have amounted 
well-nigh to hate? Some explanation is needed, and it is said that he 
was once witness of two incidents which so affected his strong sense of 
justice that, like Job's wife, he was ready to curse God. “If a bird’s 
nest chance to be before thee in the way, in any tree, or on the ground, 
with young ones or eggs, and the dam sitting upon the young or upon the 
ges,” so the Torah commences in teaching a beautiful and kindly lesson, 
“thou shalt not take the dam with the young; thou shalt in any 
wise let the dam go, but the young thou mayest take unto thyself; 
that it may be well with thee and that thou mayest prolong 
thy days.” On one occasion Elisha saw a man climb a tree, take th 
‘nother and the young, and descend safely to earth with his spoil. Ore 
another occasion he witnessed a man doing the same thing, but he, 
following the guidance of Holy Writ, only took the young and sent the 
mother away. Yet when he descended from the tree, he was stang by 
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a serpent and died. [he contrast so moved Elisha ben Abuya that his 


faith failed him. 
How many, Jews or Gentiles, arc there like him to-day” 


ask how God can tolerate these things. Are they wisely auswered, 


I wonder. Many turn away from religion altogether, starving the 


sense of the divinc within them, to their owa loss and to the 
disadvantage of society. Whether Elisha actually abandoned Judaism 


is by no means certain. It would seem that when the inglorious 


Bar Kochba revolt ended, and a faint streak of hope was again visibie on 
the political horizon for the Jews, Elisha visited his favourite pupil, 
Rabbi Meir, though when he came on the Holy Sabbath Day he thought 
nothing of riding on his horse. Nevertheless the disciple, true son 
of Israel though he was, cultivated the society of the Master and sought 
bravely to bring about his return to the fold. One day the older man 
asked the younger what he had been teaching to the students. 
Meir quoted a verse from that famous passage in praise of wisdom in the 
Book of Job: “ Gold an 1 glass cannot equal it, neither shall the exchange 
thereof be jewels of fine yold.” The words of the Torah, he said, are as 
difficult to master as is gold, but to lose them is as easy as losing glass. 
Bat they have thisin common with gold and glass—that by being melted 
down, they can be restored to their former splendour. So with man : be may 
be a sinner, but he can repent. Elisha saw the drift of this little sermon, 
but replied that he could not turn again. It was not until he was on his 
death-bed that be gave some indication of his desire to repent; Rabbi 
Meir, however, took the sign as a certainty. And yet there must have 
been two opinions on the subject, since another saga relates that on one 
occasion, on the Day of Atonement, a Heavenly voice was heard from on 
higb, crying, ‘ Return ye backsliding children, all exeept Acher !” 

Nevertheless, Elisha must have enjoyed no little respect in his time. 
His opinion is quoted as an authority on legal enactments, and bis name 
occurs in the Aboth as responsible for the dictum : “ To what may teaching 
a child be compared? To ink written on new paper. And to what may 
teaching an old man be compared? To ink written on paper that has 
blots.” 

Was there really ever such a Rabbi? Some historical perzonality 
must surely have cast the shadowy form depicted in the pages of the 
Talmud. That he was a fine character may be assumed from Rabbi 
Meir’s friendship with him. His fault was that he had too much of 
the gift of insight-—or was it too little? However that may be, 
he became a sceptic. He has been called the Jewish Faust, and the 
Rabbis of old warned men against him lest they should see him in their 
dreams as a harbinger of evil. There is a loneliness about the figure, and 
he fills one with pity. Was he reallya persecutor of Jews? It is difficult 
to think so. A doubter he probably was; have there not been doubters 
in all ages’ Is not our own age full of them’? Doubt is a form of 
intellectual ill-being. Dut let those who suffer from it take comfort 
from Acher’s lot. He may have stood outside the fold, yet his grandson 
was Rabbi Jacob, who used to say: “ Better is one hour of repentance 
and good deeds in this world than the whole of the world to come.” 
There is room in life for Rabbi Jacob as well as for his grandfatber ; 
perhaps the very mention of Elisha ben Abuya in Rabbinic literature 
may be taken to denote that Judaism is large-hearted and strong enough 
to tolerate even Acher.

A Chapel Dedicated to the Maccabees. 
From Mr. Ernest Lesser. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sirn,—1I wonder if auy of your readers can tell me how it comes 
about that in the Cathedral of St. Peter at Geneva there is a large 
chapel called (Chapelle des Macchabees. I only became aware of its 
existence op a recent visit, 4nd the result of certain local inquiries as to 
the origin of the name was very disappointing. A gentleman connected 
with the cathedral administration could only talk vaguely about 


a legend—which he believed was at one time current—as to certain 
relics, more or less remotely connected w.th the Maccabees, having 
beea brought to light on the site of the chapel, in the course of excava- 
tions made som:2 centuries ago. He seemed, however, to attach little 
credencsa to the story, and, neither from him, nor from a mutual friend, 
who works in the very precincts of the Cathedral, have | been able to 
obtain a solution of the riddle. According to the Léegende Laeplicative, 
published by the Cathedral authorities, the Chapelle des Macchabées was 
founded by Cardinal de Brogny in 1406, and was first dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary. lle fut plus tard appeice la Chapelle des Macchabées— 
but no date is assigned to the new dedication. It is reasonabie to assume, 
however, that the change took place about the time, and as one of the 
results, of the Reformation, when Geneva became one of the chief 
strongholds of the new Protestantism. 

I may add that the chapel is in the purest Gothic style and of con- 
siderable size. As far as I could see, there was nothing whatever in or 
about it to account for its present title, or even to remind one thereof. 

It has been very plausibly suggested to me that in the sixteenth 
century the Geneva stalwarts of the Reformation may have felt that 
there was a close historical parallel between their struggle against the 
tyranny of Rome and thatof Judasand his brethren against the thraldom 
of Antiochus, and that consequently, when it was decided to banish 
from the cathedral everything reminiscent of the Koman Catholic 
faith, it was felt that the name of “ The Maccabees” might very fittingly 
be substituted for that of “ The Virgin Mary.” 

I should be interested, however, to hear whether any of your readers 
can supply some more conclusive evidence, or whether, failing that, they 
can cite any other instance of a similar memorial in a Christian piace of 
worship.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WiTH 
Mr. WOLF JAVITZ. 

HE name of Mr. Wolf Javitz may not be known to the general 
mass of English Jewry, but in Jewish learned circles it is 
honoured as that of an eminent historian, worthy to rank 
with those of Graety, Jost. and Geiger. Mr. Javitz was 

born in 1847, at Kolna, near the Prussian frontier of Russia. His 

parents were well-to-do, and they settied’in Warsaw in 1865, where 

Wolf Javitz received his education. In 

187! he married his cousin, a highly 

cultured lady who, for forty-one vears. 

assisted him in his literary work. 
from iss7 to 1897 Mr. and Mrs. .lavitz 
resided in Palestine ; during the war he 

settled in Logland. and is now at a 

patriarchal oge continuing bis work in 

London. Mr. Javitz bas a iarge number 

of works to his credit. He wrote in 

Hebrew a listory of the Jewish people, 

nine volumes of which were published 

in 1860 and a further three in 1s], 

He also published a short Jewish 

history for school use, and a universal 

history from a Jewish standpoint, two 

Jewish reading books, important studies 

in the Siddur, Palestinian sketches, a 

collection of old Jewish legends and 

sayings, a volume of poems, and he has 
contributed numerous articles to. Jewish 

and learned periodicals om scientific and linguistic subjects. ‘To a 

representative of the Jewish Chronicle Mr. Javitz has given, in the 

course of an interview. his views on Jewish history. 
AN ENDLESS THREAD. 

“Tn all my historical writings,” said Mr. Javitz, “ Il have endeavoured 
to show how the Jewish spirit bas remained the same throughcut all the 
vicissitudes of our annals. The Jewish ideal has been transmitted from 
generation to generation practically unsullied, and it is as though an 
endiess thread runs throughout the whole history linking up generation to 
generation in a spiritual bond which has never been broken. The keynote 
of our historic survival bas been education. ‘Thou shalt teach it to thy 
children, has ever been the most honoured command in Judaism, and 
throughout the ages it has been this passionate devotion to the things of 
the spirit transmitted by education that has led to our survival. The 
Ga'y'h was perbaps providential in that it took away from the Jewish 
peopie all the material advantages upon which other people have relied, 
and threw the Jews entirely upon their intellectual and spiritual 
resources a3 a source of national life. It is Jewish education, which in 
the future is to maintain the Jewish people as in the past. If it is 
neglected we are doomed to destruction. If it is fostered nothing can 
cause us to go under. 

THE [MVORTANCE OF HISTORICAL STUDY, 

“I quite recognise,” said Mr. Javitz, “that there are people who 
decry the study of Jewish history because they pretend that it turns the 
eyes of the people backward, and they are thereby prevented from 
planning and building their future. This is a profound mistake. A 
branch cannot live lopped off from the tree. It can only obtain nourish- 
ment from the roots buried deep in the soil, and similarly we can derive 
spiritual strength and nourishment only by dipping deep into our own past, 
and thus ensuring the continuity of Jewish tradition. One thing emerges 
from the study of Jewish history, and this lam never tired of emphasising, 
aud that isthe wonderful way in which Jewish spiritual treasures have 
been preserved, ‘lhe stone may be cut to ‘different forms,. but it is ever 
the same jewel reflecting the same brillianthues. The Torab, the prophets, 
Mishna,. Talmud, Midrash. Siddiir, all are nurtured in the same soil. Our 
jewcl may have been polished on the emery-stone of many civilisations, 
but its character has never been changed. That must be asource of pride 
to us, and rnust make us determined to protect this jewel and hand it on 
a3 a precious heritage, We have never rejected the benefits which may 
accrue to us from other systems of thought. The Nile overflows and 
fertilises its banks, and so the soil of Judaism has been fertilised by the 
waters tlowing over it from outside. It has yielded fairer flowers, and 
more luscious fruits, but the original soil from which they have sprung 
has remained unimpaired. That must ever be our attitude to the intel. 
lect ‘al world beyond Jewry—to take what it has to give us but never to 
effect an exchange.

JEWISH ADAPTABILITY. 

“ While [ insist on this unchanging character of the Jewish spirit, I 
do not wish to pretend that it is quite unadaptable. On the contrary, it 
has given many examples of its power of accommodating itself to changed 
times and circumstances. Thus, when the Temple was destroyed and 


his disciples were mourning over its ruins, Rabban Jocbanan ben Zakkai 


comforted them by saying that there was something which could replace 
the sacred temple—Jorah and Gemiluth Chassadim. Thus it bas ever 
been. But we have always understood how to make these adaptations 
conformable to the true Jewish spirit. ‘Progress can exist without 
uprooting and revolution. 

JEWISH FAMILY LIFE. 

“It is mob generally recognised how Jewish family life has been built 
up on the foundation of Jewish history. There is not a single domestic 
religious celebration which is not redolent of Jewish history, and this

“One thing have I desired of the Lord, that will 1 seek after: 
that I may dwell in the house of the Lord all the daya of my Ufe, to 
hehold the beauty of the Lord, and to enquire in His temple. — 
Pealm 4. 

Here are some further passages in the Old Testament where the idea 
of beauty (O21) is applied to moral quality and to God Himself: “ And let 
the beauty of the Lord our God be upon us, “Give unto the Lord the 
glory due to His name; worship the Lord in the beauty of holiness. In 
the text the beauty spoken of may be largely the vestments, the glowing 
ceremonies. the altar, the priests, the processions. But it is evident at 
the same time that the author of our Psalm is glancing away from the 
physical aspectsof beauty to the higher forms of it. Beauty conveys 
sensations differing from every other feeling that makes the mind 
happy. There is no accounting fortastes You cannot alwaystel! what 
will be beautiful to any given person’ Yet, collectively, and takin, 
the human race at large, beauty has a distinct presentation o! 
itself everywhere. The range, the variety and the joy which come 
from acute sensibility to it, we have learned to separate by analysis. 
and beauty, in the appreciation of mankind, has gone on unfolding 
from age toage. The beauty which the ear disceras, or the eye takes in, 
is a lower form of beauty, and altogether different to beauty when applied 
to moral qualities. Moral qualities have no form or colour, yet they 
produce an admiration and a delight as great as do those objects of beanty 
which act through the physical senses. and it is jast as proper to «4!\! 
moral or i ental qualities beautiful as it is to call a quality of the body 
beautiful. They are alike in some respects in their pleasing resuits, but 
there is almost always this difference, that the moral quality carries 
delight up higher, and is more refined than the pleasure we derive frou 
sensuous bea ity. 

Verhaps the eariiest admiration of beauty as a moral quality was 
in the conception of courage. Then men learnt that not only courage is 
beautifal, but that suffering and self-sacrifice are beautiful. This sense 
of woral beauty bas crown stronger and stropger as conscience has 
increased, Everybody understands that love is beautiful—a mothers 
love' Is there anvthing that can be conceived of as more beautiful ’ 
Therefore it is. that all artists are tond of paintin. maternal love. ‘ihe 
love of lovers is beautiful everywhere. The sate is true in regard to the 
love of the philanthropist, for general benevolence. While philanthropists 
are oftentimes held up as being subjects of proper criticism, and of some 
ridicule, that is because they are men who pursue their philanthropy 
through organic arrangements. A philanthropist of this character pays 
money out of his pocket, and sends other people to visit the sick, the poo: 
and the ncedy. He works his kindness not out of his own personality 
but out of a machine which he plies: and we never think of that as very 
lovely. But the self-devotion of a person like Florence Nightingale—that 
is lovely. And so moral .qualities come to be considered beautiful, 
Suffering in itself is not beautiful, but lonu-suttering—the vast patience 
of a vast love—is more beactifnl than flowers, than colours than bird 
notes, than symphonies, than temples, or anything else that God ever 


made. or that men’s hauds ever constructed. 


So. too. centleness and humility produce in men a higher admira- 
tion and pleasure than are produced by physicalart. Notthat any single 
act produced is beautiful: but where by continued, persis.ent develop 
ment. we come to discern the make-up, as it'were. of one’s inward life 
and see that gent!eness always rules: that with power, attainment, and 
position. humility always aides, it is beautiful. Where a character is 
made up of these qualities, men that ehold it-recard it as pre-eminently 
beatiful. So itis with patience and hope. when stormed but not over 
mastered. when batted but not d.scouraged. when hunted, hated, bank 
rupted, but drawing the illumination of the divine up through al: 
adversities.and making life radiant: causing one man to sing where othe: 
men would weep, and to labour where other men would be paraiysed, and 
carrying it on from day today. Simplicity. purity, truth: but then they 
are beautiful to those who have learnt to love them. In general). a* 
beauty rises. it rises from the material towards the spiritua). and in the 
spiritual it is appreciated in the proportion in which men are themselves 
developed so as to recoguise, to love, and to revere that whioh is spiritual! 

by “the beauty of holiness” in Scripture we mean moral beauty, the 
Climax of which is “the beauty of God.’ When we have touched thai 
point we have reached the highest that mankind bas ever yet conceived 
of. (Une of the evidences of the inspiration of sacred Scripture is that 
long before the educated and learned world had discovered many and 
great mora. elements, we find them enshrined as part of the unfolding 
and history of Israel. In Athens there was revealed the art and refine: 
ment that bclongs to marble and to matter, but in Jerusalem the beauty 
that belongs to emotion, to moral quality, to divinity itself, All these 
elements are intrinsically and morally beautiful. Any one ofthem, taken 
separately. is beautiful; but when they are conjoined, human language 
has no terims of praise which are sufticient tc describe them. But it must 
be real. These are things which pretence can carry but a little way. In 
all the emergencies of life they must be real. Beautifuiness of mora! 
conduct is the natural language of the thing itself: and if in a single 
instance, how much more when it clothes us as witha garment! The 
beauty of moral conduct is, in many respects, like that to which music is 
an analogy, and is a higher form of it. The poorest, by conduct and 
quality, tuay rise not only into the form of an external quality, but into 
that which is higher than physical beauty. into that which comes frou 
the right ordering of the soul, antl fromthe life which flows ont of it.

Minority Rights in Rumania.

Government Action Against Anti-Semitism.

Hungarian Jews War Record. 
Jewish Editor Acquitted. 
From cur Correspondent. | BUDAPEST. 
The libel action brought by the former deputy, Mr. Awarffy, agains? 
the Jewish editor of gyenl seg, Dr. Ludwig Szabolczi, was heard 
recently at the Budapest criminal court. Dr. Szabolozi had given the lie 
to Mr. Awarffy’s statement that no more than five hundred Jews had 


died for Hungary in the war. Official statistics supplied to the court 
showed that the number of Hungarian Jewish dead in the war was 4,434 
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or more than two per cent. of the Jewish population. These figures 

included only the soldiers enrolled in the country; if Jewish soldiers 

enrolled in other parts of the Austrian Empire who have fallen for 

Hungary were included, the total number of Jewish dead would exceed 

ramet After consideration of these figures, the court acquitted Dr. 
zabolczi. 

. Hermann Buzassy and his son Arpad were recently arrested for 
baving torn down an anti-Semitic placard. The father was sentenced to 
four months’ and the son to one month’s imprisonment. The Court ruled 
that the placard had been issued in the interests of the Government. 

The National Federation of Hungarian Medical Men has submitted a 
petition to the Minister for the Interior, protesting against the fact that 
the University of Szegedin has admitted twenty-six Jewish students of 
medicine during the year, whereas under the numerus clausus only nine 
were ontitled to admission. Exception is taken also to the decision of the 
University to regard baptised Jews as Christians, to whom the nwmerus 
It is claimed that the law is intended to dis- 
criminate not against religion but against race; and the petition urges 
that no students of the Jewish race, whether baptised or not, should be 
admitted in excess of the numbers specified under the numerus clausus, 

The exodus of foreign Jewish families from Hungary has already 
begun. Altogether about 20,000 Jews are affected by the expulsion 
orders. A police escort will accompany the deportees to the Galician 
frontier. The intervention of Deputy Vaszonyi with the Premier has 
resulted in the withdrawal of a certain number of expulsion orders 
against Jews who have been resident in Hungary for many years. 

Within the last three months there have been three fires in the Great 
Synagogue in the Tabakgasse here. A suspicion has arisen that 
incendiaries have. been at work. The synagogue committee and the 
Jewish community have made representations to the Governmeni and to 
the police authorities to investigate the matter with a view to discovering

The Jews of 
An Autonomous Community. 


By Dr. M. BEILINSON. ROME, 


Dr. Eliahu Artom, Chief Rabbi of Tripoli, who is now on a visit to | 


Italy, has given me an extremely interesting account of Jewish life in his 
country. 

To begin with, he said, there is not the remotest resemblance to the 
scarcely perceptible Jewish life found in Italy. Visitors become 
immediately aware of the intense Jewish atmosphere, and although the 
Jews constitute but a fifth of the total population, the general impression 
is as though Tripoli were a Jewish town. That is, in the first place, because 
the Jews of Tripoli are a highly important section of the population, and 
rigorously observe the traditions of Jewish life. They do not attempt to 
conceal their Jewishness in the slightest, and they are officially recognised 
by the law as Jews. 

Practically every shop in Tripoli is closed on Saturday, and the whole 
town bears a sort of festive air. It is soon seen that the economic life 
of the town comes to a standstill on the Jewish Sabbath, not on the 
Mussulman Friday or the Christian Sunday. The same thingis apparent 
in the schools and in the Government offices, where the absence of the 
Jewish translator is immediately felt. The Jews in Tripoli obscrve the 
Sabbath strictly, as also the dietary laws in relation to both meat and 
wine 

There aré thirty publicand private Jewish houses of prayer inthe town, 
Half of them are open on weck-days. No cantor is employed, because 
there is always some one in the congregation who is able to conduct the 
service. Jewish religious life is not kept locked up away from Christian 
eyes asit isin Italy. In some synagogues the services are conducted 
with the doors leading out to the streets wide open. At funerals, psalms 
are chanted in the streets. On’certain festivals there are solemn proces- 
sions through the town, with the Scrolis of the Law carried at the head. 


The Jews of Tripoli are, for the most part, not merchants or shop- 
keepers, but artisans. They are a homogeneous population, and are recog- 
nised by the law as a legal entity. ‘The Tripolitan law thus sanctions a 
state of affairs which Jewish emancipation bas abolished in Western 
Europe. ‘he autonomy of the Jews in Tripoli is, however, purely 
religious in character. Family institutions, marriage ana divorce, etc., 
are exclusively in the hands of the Rabbinical courts. 


With regard to the cultural life of the Jews of Tripoli, it may be said 


-that those possessing no éducatidn at all area rapidly dwindling minority, 


with the exception of the women. Most of the men have studied the 
Torah and the Talmud, and have a good grounding of Jewish education. 
There is a third group, also a minority, which has had both a Jewish and 
a secular Italian education. These are highly cultivated individuals, 
possessed of considerable Jewish and general learning. 

Jewish education is conducted on traditional lines and does not 
include history and grammar. The language in general use is the local 
Arabic dialect written in Hebrew characters. The Hebrew language is 
understood by most, but the vocabulary is not extensive. There is 
generally a lack of co-ordination between the Jewish and the European 
culture, mainly due to the small number of competent teachers available. 
The attempt of the Alliance Isradélite Universelle to rectify this state of 
affairs must be considered to have failed. The Allianc? school was not 
well attended and was not popular. The only thing the Alliance has 
really done is to attempt to spread a certain amount of education among 
the women, who are educationally backward in consequence of the 
atavistic traditions and the surrounding Arabic atmosphere, which is 
hostile to female education. In general, the women have neither Jewish 
nor European education, and it must be said that they show noinclination 
for educational facilities. The only ambition of the girls is marriage, and 
unmarried women are rare. It is worth noting that the few cases of 
mixed marriage are almost exclusively on the part of the women, who 
have no Jewish cducation to restrain them. 

In such conditions assimilation is, of course, practically non-existent. 
Nevertheless, it must be said that there are already signs of aslow process 
of assimilation. There was no danger of assimilation as long as the Jews 
came in contact only with the local Arabs, whose culture was of too low 
& standard to exercise any attraction for them. The Italian occupation 
has changed things considerably, and the traditional Jewish life is slowly, 
very slowly, yet perceptibly losing its hold. To counter this process 
there is nothing but the Zionist Movement. Ina certain sense all the 
Jews of Tripoli are Zionists, in so far as the love for Palestine is deeply 
rooted in their hearts. With the aid of capable workers they should 
become good supporters of the Zionistcause. Among the manual workers, 
the spirit of the Haluzimis very much alive, and there is great interest 
in the reconstruction work in Palestine. Another favourable element is 
the entire lack of an Orthodox opposition to Zionism, which is to be 


d by the fact that the religious nature of the Jews of Tripoli has 
Ghectea their Zionism into exclosively religious forms. 
The most immediate and important task for the Jews in Tripoli 
is to train capable Jewish teachers to take in hand the Jewish schools 
and turn out well-educated Jews. If this is done, Tripoli will be one of 


the pillars of Judaism. 


Jews and the Fascisti. 
Conflict in Tripoli.

A telegram from Tripoli (Africa) to the Azione of Rome, under date of 
the 6th inst., states that the advent of the Fascistito power has produced 
a very painful state of feeling in that city between the Fascisti and 
the Jews, which has had its repercussion on the entire population. The 
strained relations are due to some phrases uttered by the local Fascisti 
leader which are held to be insulting to the Jews. Various incidents have 
taken place with consequent casualties. 


The League of Nations. 


Report on the Third Assembly. 


Mr. Lucien Wolf, Secretary and Special Delegate of the Joint Foreign 
Committee. has submitted to the Deputies of British Jews and to the Council 
of the Anglo-Jewish Associationa report on the questionsof Jewish interest 
at the Third Assembly of the League of Nations. The proceedings of the 
Assembly were fully reported by our special representative during its 
sittings, but the report of Mr. Wolf on an interview he had with Count 
Banffy, the Hungarian delegate, is of interest, 

Count Banffy declared that “there could be no question of Hungary 
departing, in any way, from either the letter or the spirit of the Minorities 
Section of the Treaty of Trianon. The present Government, devoted to 
Liberal principles, had an overwheiming majority in Parliament, and it 
was noteworthy, as illustrating the sobriety and moderation of national 
opinion, that the parties of disorder from whom the Jews had suffered 
had secured only one seat in the Chamber. The Government was 
resolved to deal with all incitements to violence and other branches of 
the law with a firm hand, and this was shown by the recent trials of 
persons accused of anti-Semitic crimes.” Count Banffy also undertook 
that, so far as the Government is concerned, the numerus clausus law 
should not be administered in such a way as to discriminate unfairly 
against the minorities. , 

In the course of the concluding section of the report, Mr. Wolf says: 

On all the questions dealt with there has been appreciable progress, and 
this is all the more satisfactory in view of certain resistauces which might easily 
have made for loss. Hut, apart from gain or loss, the mere vigilance of the 
Joint Foreign Committee and of other Jewish organisations on these occasions 
has a merit of its own, which, | venture to think, has not been inconspicuously 
exemplified in this report. ‘This vigilance finds in the meetingsof the Assembly 
a forum from which Jewish grievances may be far more effectively ventilated 
than in the old days of the Berlin Treaty, when they remained hidden away in 
the archives of the European Chancelleries and left the oppressors to pursue 
their sinister courses unashamed. The publicity now obtained, even apart from 
the remedial action of the League, has a wholesome effect both in preventin 
infractions of the Minorities Treaties and in promoting friendly settlements 0 
such infractions which otherwise would be impossible. 


The Elections in Eastern Galicia. 
New “ Bloc” Formed.

The Zionists and the Agudah in Eastern Galicia have concluded an 
eleventh hour election Jicc. Asa result, itis probable that the number 
of Jewish deputies returned to the Polish Sejm from Eastern Galicia will 
be equal to the number returned in Congress Poland (pre-war Russian 
Poland), where a large number of Jewish votes will be lostin consequence 


of the conflict between the Jioc of Minorities and the Folkist party. 


The Austrian Minorities. 
Anti-Semitic Party's Success. 
[From our Correspondent. VIENNA, 


The National Minorities in Vienna have been carrying on for some 
time a vigorous protest activity against the mass rejection of applications 
to opt for Austrian citizenship. According to the Vienna Neue Freie 
Preise, the Austian Government is already yielding onthe point, During 
the Austrian credit negotiations, it is understood that the Government 
gave assurances that it would accept as citizens persons originating’ in 
any part of the former Austrian Iimpire, provided that they had been 
resident for the last ten years in any place now part of the Austrian 
Republic. It is added that war refugees who have been settled since 1914 
in what is now the Austrian Republic will be accopted as citizensin 1924. 

At the Municipal Elections, which have just taken place in the Tyrol, 
the “ National Socialist Party,” which has as its party badge the anti- 
Jewish emblem, the swastika, has scored a sweeping success. Consider- 
able uneasiness prevails among Austrian Jewry on this account, as the 
success of this most aggressive of anti-Jewish parties at the Municipal 
elections in all probability foretells its success also at the Parliamentary 
elections, in January. 

Mr. Paul Sandor, the Huogarian Jewish deputy, recently published 
in America an article referring to the pogromsin Hungary, and, of course, 
Strongly condemning them. The Hungarian anti-Semites are now 
conducting a violent campaign against Deputy Sandor and demanding his 
expulsion from the Hungarian Parliament, on the ground that he is “a 
traitor to his country aud a libeller of Hungary in the American Press.” 
The “ Awakening” Magyars are endeavouring to work up another trial on 
the lines of the proceedings against Rabbi Low, of Szegedin.

The situation of a large number of Jews in Soviet Kussia who have 
been persuaded by relatives in America to prepare for emigration to that 
country is most appalling. I[t is felt that relatives abroad should be 
made to realise what hardships they are causing these people by urging 
them to sell everything and ieave their homes without havin, 
the complete documents and the necessary funds to carry them through. 
Hundreds of such emigrants are stranded in Moscow, and many more 
along the Kussian border. They are in apitifal situation, and there is no 
\usso-Jewish organisation able to cope with the problem. There seems 
no prospect of alleviating the distress until the foreign relief organisations 


are able to establish their centres in various parts of Russia and the 
Ukraine, 


American Charity’s Appeal,

Jewish Students in the United States.

The organisers of the campaign now being conducted by the Federa- 


tion of Jewish Philanthropies for one million dollars are dissatisfied with 
the results up to the present, On the third day, only 65,636 dollars were 


brought in by the thousand canvassers, This is less than the second 
day's total, which, in turn, was smaller than the first day's. The total 
for the three days is over a quarter of a million dollars, but the leaders 
of the campaiga consider this result unsatisfactory. 

The Friedlander Educational Conference has issued a “Jewish Youth 
Handbook,” which contains a statistical review of the distribution of 
Jewish students in the colleges, universities, and professional schools 
of the United States. According to this book, there are 14,556 Jewish 
students in the 106 colleges in the country, representing 9°7 per cent. of 
the whole body of students.

Swedish Commission's Report. 


A Couwission appointed by the Swedish Ministry for Foreign Affairs 
to investigate the scheme for settlement in the Sonora district of Mexico 
has recommended that the plan be abandoned. JIhe distances to be 
covered are very great. and cotimuaications are so inadequate that it 
would be almost impossible for trade with >wecden to be carried on with. 
out the assistance of intermediaries. ltiurther obstacles are to be found 
in the climate of Mexico. which is prrticularly unsuitable for the 
inhabitants of northern covatries. and differences of race and religion. 

The Commission was opposed to the scheme of settiement at 
Sonora, but was not detinitely hostile in principle to the idea of 
any Swedish settlement in Mexico. [t was pointed. out, however, 
that it was most important for emigrants to have sufticiert capital 
to pay off the aunual instaliwents of the price of their land. and 
the expenses of the return journey, if necessary. The Commission 
also emphasised the fact that Mexican law does not allow forcigners 
to obtain full ownersbip of iand previously belonging to the State, 
avd prohibits the acquisition of Mexican landed property by toreign 
companies, Foreigners are also forbidden to acquire land within 
100 kilometres of the frontier or \) kilometres of the coast. As there is 
no detinite legisiation reculating the conditions of the ac:uisition of land 
belonging to the State, foreigners cannot be recommended to rent such 
land tor purposes of settlement, 


Bavariai Fascisti. 
An Anti Semitic Organisation. 

The Jtily Telegrap’ of Tuesday quotes a message from the specias 
correspondent of the Coivvgo Trivune, to the effect that a Bavarian 
organisation, the “Greyshirts. on the lines of the Italian bascisti or the 
American Ku Kiax khlan, has been formed. Lhe main object of the 
organisation is “to clear Germurny of unclean elements, principally Jews 
aud foreigners’ Tothe /mbune's correspondent, Mr. Hittler, leader of 
the party, said: 


If Germany is to recover lier economic health she must get rid of the Jews 
We must throw them out as well as the foreigners. We must rid the country 
of spe uiationu aini other mao festations of the Jewish Spirit Chi 
fighting the workers. Aji: foreigners who came here afte: Ilo must be expelled. 


Mr. Hittler deplores the ; >pularity of the Old Testament among Christian 
people, which he regards as insidious propaganda. Munich alone contains 
“Greyshirts, of whom 2.0” are in aniform. 


Government Appeal to Schools. 


Anti-Semitism Deprecated. 


The Minister for Thuringia has circulated a statement to all teachers 
‘and pupils in its schools, pointing out that race is a private matter which 
does not concern the State. The Jews. it is urged, have enriched the 
treasures, both cultural and otherwise, of the German pocple. Anti- 
fe:itisma furthermore appeals to the lowest instincts of mankind. 
Teachers are urged to instil into the winds of their pupils a prcfound 
mistrust of all anti-Semitic agitation. 


Distress in Smyrna.

Appeal for Funds. 


The “All-British Appeal,” which combines the relief efforts of the 
Imperial War Relief Fund, the Save-the-Children Fund, and the Friends’

When it is remembered that a working woman’s salary averages al 
seventy-five million roubles a month, the impossibility of supplying both 
wardrobe and larder is easily seen.

official recently on his return to London. “And when I say rags, I don ' 
mean the kind you see on the English or American poor. The begyars o! 
these countries are splendidly clothed when compared with those of 
Russia, and especially the Ukraine.”

It is simply untrue to say I denied the books were 
there; I only denied that Evelyn was right ia explaining what he saw by 
asserting that there was a custom of burying “ some of his books”) a 
Rabbi's grave. This delusion of Mr. Roth as to what my contention \ s 
explains why every illustration thus far cited has been wide of the mark. 

In bis first letter, he airily stated that the “usual authoritics” 
mention sach a custom. I challenged him to name them; but he 
‘preferred discretion to valour and maintained perfect silence on the 
point. No, not quite perfect silence, for in his second letter he referred 
me to one Rabbinical passage which, as I proved, had not the 
remotest connection with the subject under discussion. In the many 
letters which have appeared in your columns, not a single piece of 
evidence has been adduced which demonstrates that there ever wa-a 
custom, alleged by Evelyn, of burying “some of his books” with the 
body oi a Kabbi. I have had a Sepher Torah, a ledger and keys, a bridal 
wreath, a Tallith, other people’s disused Hebrew books, etc., etc., brought 
to my notice; but I honestly do not believe it is obtuseness on my part 
which makes me fail to see how these things come within the category «[ 
“some of his (i.¢., a Rabbi's) books.” 

If we are to take Evelyn's words as literally correct, viz., that there 
was a custom of placiag in a Rabbi's grave some of the books he us«d 
during his lifetime, then we can only deduce that there crept into Judaism 
& pagan superstition, analogous to the primitive custom of placing a 
warrior’s weapons in his grave, from the belief that he would require 
them in the after-life. We findin the Agada mention of “the heavenly 
college of learning” Berachoth 18b, Baba Motsia 86a) ; are 
we, then, to suppose that “ some of a Rabbi’s books” were deposited in his 
grave, because it was believed he would need books for the continuation 
of his studies in “the world to come”? I demand conclusive evidence 
before I accept such an inference or the existence of a custom ‘ich 
suggests it.

“Yetta Polowski.” 


MRS. GERALD MONTAGU’S NEW PLAY. 


Having made a close study for years of the subject of the Jew jp 
drama, and having written and lectured frequently on the theme, | fin.

treatment of various problems. Mrs. Montagu has tackled them with 
knowlcdge and a courege that prompted more than one person present ty 
ask what West kod family skeletons were being cxposed. Had she been 
content to devise a play of character, she would have achieved a rare 
success. Unfortunately, sho deemed it necessary to introduce a pict 
which is a variation of an ancient legend—the desire of a young woman 
to bring into the world a new Messiah; and, in doing so, she made b+; 
principal charactcr, a Jewess, the least Jewish of all, and left a very b :: 
taste in makivg the elderly Jewish knight take a mean advantage of the 
sentimental and Ll ysterical hallucination of the heroine. 

Sir Hubert Symonds, with his glib anti-Zionist “ Englishman of the 
Jewish persuasion” declaration, is no doubt a living character. He 
naturally prompted mental search for his prototype. But it was difficult 
to accept the statement that he was a great man in Israel. However, 
there may ba both West End and East Ead Jews who do worship ench 
men as great: they are the remnant of our sycophantic section. His 
wife with her philendering poet-lover and her utter contempt for al! 
things Jewish, is @oubticss a portrait. It is certainly a warning. The 
aged orthodox mother is a more conventional stage figure, but not untrue 
to type. Mrs. Montogu might have made her less barsh and more 
homan had she developed the character in the direction of showing the 
old. lady’s hopes of reviving the family Judaism in her grandson, 
a ficurc too slightly drawn to call for criticism. The most diaap- 
poiating Jewish character is Yetta, the East End girl in search of a 
“prince” to be tho father of her son, who is to lead the Jews to 
new life in Palestine. She is altogether un-Jewish and unmaidenly in 
her avowal, which is not redeemed by exaltation; and the episode in 
which she gives hersc!f to Sir Habert when the latter finds himself lonely 
end disillusioned, makes of the philanthropist and “ great man in Israel 
a despicable cad. A Jow who would behave so is no “ prince” to beget a 
Messiah. He is not fit to tie the shoe-latches of the unseen Ben Hayman, 
theatrical agent, who, knowing the girl's secret, marries her to give the 
“ approaching infant” |: gitimacy anda name. Mrs, Montagu should not 
have adopted the convention of indicating Ben a nonentity and unworthy. 
He is certainly much more of a“ prince” than Sir Hubert. Yetta thus 
shows herself a foolin her choice. Incidentally, Mrs. Montagu seems to 
suggest thatthe Jows in Palestine, and Zionists generally, are waiting for 
a leader to indicate the new life in Eretz Israel. 

Her real creation is Babs Kimber, the heartless and mercenary 
minx, who immediately breaks cff her engagement to the Jewish young 
man when she learns that his income is to be only £800 a year. This is 
cours geous retaliation on which the authoress is to be congratulated. it 
ts obviously true, and the point is omphasised with impartiality and ski)! 
when Lady Symonds brutally tells her husband that he is “a Jew ” in 
letting tho girl know the financial position. Here is a new note 
in the treatment of the Jewin drama, drawn from life in Eogland 
to-day. Mrs. Montagu has boldly treated the intermarriago problem 
from the point of view of its after-effects. She has given us 
a peep into the lives of those members of our community who 
would cifferentiate themselves entirely from the Jewish mass and from 
Jewish history and association; Jews in whom the Jewish consciousness 
only cxists as a periodical headache, which they try to drive away by 
marrying out of the faith and by efforts to be more English than the 
English. And she has shown, too, that such Jews, however eminent they 
may sectm to both Jew and non-Jew, and however much they may appear 
to bo surrounded by non-Jewish friends, are really held in contempt for 
pretcndiug to be what they are not. In Yetta, Mra. Montagu presumably 
intended to symbolise the East End and its Jewish heart, with its true 
and unfailing sympathy; bub, unfortunately, she does not seem to know 
the East End as well as the West, and the acting of Miss Hilda Bayley as 
Yetta, and of Mr. Robert Minster as Sir Hubert, was without the necessary 
racial touches to give the characters vraisemblance. Miss Isobs] Ohmead 
as Lady Symonds and Miss Winifred McCarthy as Babs were excellent. 
Both flung themscives with abandon into their parts, and made the 
characters real and vivid. 

The play was much applauded. M. J. L.
